Sir, 

I have the honour to submit the following as my Report on 
the Condition and Operation of the Reformatory and Industrial 
Schools in Ireland under my inspection during the year ending 
31st December, 1883. It shows the condition and progress 
of the Institutions established under the provisions of the 
statutes, 31 and 32 Yic., cap. 59, and 31 Vic., cap. 25. 

All the schools have been inspected by me during the year, 
some very frequently. 

The Statistical Tables annexed .to this Report contain a Twenty, 
summary of Receipts and Expenditure in Reformatory and Indus- g e c ™ d - 
trial Schools in Ireland, during the year ending 31st December, 

1883. They have been compiled from returns furnished by the 
Managers of the schools, and are verified as far as practicable from 
reports by Governors of Irish Prisons, and from other sources. 

Reformatory Schools. 

These institutions numbered 10 in 1883, viz., 5 for males and 5 ^h^g 3 erof 
for females as under : — certified.

viz., 196 of boys, and 49 of girls, showing a decrease on 1882 of 82 
boys, and an increase of 8 girls ; total decrease in the number of 
admissions, 74.

It appears from the foregoing that 49 boys under 12 years of 

age were admitted to Reformatories in 1883, as compared with 
84 in the preceding year. This decrease is, I believe, in a great 
measure attributable to the working of the Kilmore Probationary 
Industrial School for young male offenders, the value of which 
institution is now becoming known and is fully appreciated by 
those who understand the subject of penal repression. 

Tn their Report on Reformatory and Industrial Schools, the Royal ar r y °school s 
Commissioners recommend the establishment of Probationary In- 
dustrial Schools in lieu of Reformatories for young children, and 
suggest (page 60), “that some of the present Reformatories might be 
certified as Industrial Schools of the Kilmore type, and measures 
taken to prevent the cases that properly belong to the latter being 
sent to the former institutions.” They advise that the Female 
Reformatory at Ballinasloe might safely be superseded by an 
Industrial School for girls, provided that all young offenders com- 
mitted under the 13th section be admitted into it. 

If their recommendation respecting Probationary Schools Treasury ° 
for young male offenders be acted on, a considerable saving 
would be effected to the Treasury. For example, the majority 
of the 84 and 49 boys under 12 years of age, committed to 
Reformatories during the past two years, might have been sent 
to Probationary Industrial Schools instead, at a saving to the 
Treasury of £345 per annum on these 133 children. Since the 
commencement of 1884, owing to the limitation of Kilmore, 23 
boys under 12 years of age were sent to Reformatories, causing 
an additional cost to the Treasury of £59 16s. per annum for their 
maintenance. Thus upwards of £400 yearly must be expended by 
the Treasury on their maintenance, when they might have been 
trained in a school of the Kilmore type without that increased 
expenditure. 

Kilmore School is now full. The rules limit the number of 
its inmates to fifty, and in consequence magistrates are com- 
pelled to send young boys of 8 and 9 years to the large Reforma- 
tories of Upton, Glencree, and Philipstown, where, associating 
with criminals so much older, there is every reason to fear that 
they will fall into crimes hitherto unknown to them. This is, in 
my opinion, a great evil, and I trust that in the near future it will 
be rendered impossible, unless in very special circumstances. 
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In carrying out the Kilmore system, a difficulty has a « sen ™ 
finding vacancies for the boys in the ordinary Ind^tnal Schools 
of the country when they reach the age at which, accordi g 
the rules, they must be removed. The schools for _boys 
12 years are nearly always full, and it is very difficult to find 

vacancies in them. -p™. +m-nqfpr 

Up to the present time, all boys who were eligible for Canale 
from Kilmore School have been removed to Artane mt its 
managers find it impossible to receive the Mmore boys 
unless they be paid for their support m Artane.

As the Kilmore Probationary School has proved such a success 

I am of opinion that facilities should be continued for the transfer 
Of its inmates before they complete their thirteenth year, either 
by allowing payments for them m excess of the authorized 
limits in the various adult male schools, or by increasing i 
limit fixed by the rules in such schools. , 

When the Kilmore School was opened m May, 1881, for t 

reception of criminal children from all parts of Ireland, it was 

proposed by me to the late Chief Secretary, who entirely con- 
Sdt the proposition, that any Manager of an Industrial 
School for elder boys, could admit a child on ““P, 1 ®* 1 ® H 
his 12th year from Kilmore, even though such child would 
be in excess of the number limited by the rules P r °™^ e 
that the Inspector for the time being certified that theieuas 
sufficient accommodation for the child m such school. 

There has never been any limit placed on the number of 
vounc offenders paid for by the Government m Reformatories. 
In my opinion, there is no reason why restrictions should now be 
imposed and difficulties be placed in the way of the commitment 
of a portion of young and less grave offenders to Probationary 
Industrial Schools, where they are maintained at a less cost to the 
Treasury than they could possibly be maintained m Reformatories 
During the last 10 years, 181 boys under 10 years of age and 
521 aged from 10 to 12 years have been sent to reforma- 
tories. 8 The majority of these 702 boys could have been . com- 
mitted under the 13 section of the Industrial Schools Act 
such a school as Kilmore, did such exist There they would, 
have been rescued from the vicious example and contaminate 
practices of boys in reformatories, whose ages often exceed -0

Ninety-two boys, or 47 per cent., and 27 girls, or 55 per cent., 
committed to Reformatory Schools in 1883 were totally un- 
educated. In 1882 the per-centage was 52 per cent, of boys and 
44 of girls. These figures show the necessity which exists for 
adequate scholastic teaching of young offenders in Reformatory 
Schools.

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In my evidence before the Royal Commission I pointed out the 
disabilities under which the managers of Reformatories labour in 
their endeavours to impart efficient scholastic instruction to the 
pupils in their schools. They are still debarred of the advan- 
tages which similar institutions in Great Britain possess. The 
matter was fully gone into by the Royal Commissioners, and I 
trust that their recommendations will be carried out. 

- Under the rules of the proposed training colleges in Ireland 
trained teachers may give instruction in Reformatories, and the 
time spent by them in the School will count as in National 
schools. This arrangement will, I trust, facilitate the establish- 
ment of improved scholastic teaching in Reformatory Schools. 

Technical Education. 

I have frequently pointed out in my former reports to 
Parliament that the instruction in the trades department of a 
Reformatory should be of a high order, the machinery and tools 
in the workshops of the newest and most improved descrip- 
tion, and the pupils trained not only to work well, but to work 
quickly. 

The Managers of these schools receive a higher rate of payment for 
the maintenance of their inmates than other similar establishments, 
and the training of the boys should be such as would fit them to 
earn a livelihood in afterlife. In order to carry out these views, 
the Managers of Reformatories have now provided steam-power 
to work the machinery in their establishments. 

The teaching in the schools for girls has always been very prac- 
tical, and the results obtained most satisfactory. By reference to 
page 8 in my last report it will be seen that a large proportion 
of the young offenders of both sexes trained in Reformatories 
follow in afterlife the trades learned while in the schools. 

Licences from Reformatories. 

In order to make provision for the due care and protection of 
young offenders after discharge, managers are authorised under 
the 26th section of the Act 31 & 32 Vic., cap. 59, to licence out 
such persons on the expiration of one-half of the term of their 
detention ; and the 27th section enables the inmates to be after- 
wards apprenticed to “ a trade, calling, or service.” 

In England an allowance of 2s. per week for the first thirteen 
weeks, and Is. per week for the next twenty-six weeks, after 
the liberation of the young person from the reformatory, was 
sanctioned by the Treasury in 1877, as is stated “for the purpose 
of meeting to some extent the cost of the necessary supervision 
of the children after liberation from the reformatories.” 

This allowance, if granted to Managers in Ireland, would 
facilitate the placing out of children at trades and in workshops, 
but I am strongly of opinion that the amount should be applied 
solely for the benefit of the children licenced.

From the above it appears that 61 young offenders emigrated in 
1883 on discharge from the Schools, the corresponding number in 
1882 being 55. Twenty-three boys went to sea in 1883, and 11 
in 1882. In 1883 14 boys enlisted, and 18 in 1882. 

Deaths. 

The deaths in Reformatory Schools during 1883 numbered 3 Death?, 
of boys and 3 of girls, as compared with 7 of boys and 6 of girls p^X, 
in 1882. Three were from consumption, 1 pneumonia, 1 hemorr- Appendix, 
hage, and 1 meningitis. One of the girls was on licence at the 
time of her death. 
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Notwithstanding the marked prevalence of scrofula and tuber- 
culosis amongst the class to which the inmates of Reformatory 
Schools belong, the death-rate in these institutions (6 in 1,110, 
or 0'54 per cent.) is 0’31 per cent, lower, according to the returns 
of the Registrar-General, than in the general population of Ire- 
land, from 10 to 15 years of age. 



Admissions and Discharges. 

The total admissions to Reformatory Schools since the passing 
sinrayo” of the Act in 1858, up to 31st December, 1883 (excluding transfers 
ing of Act. f TO m one school to another), amounted to 5,952, viz., 4,816 of 
boys, and 1,136 of girls. 

Discharges. The total discharges during the same period were 4,753, viz., 
3,810 of boys, and 943 of girls.

The above table shows that of the 168 girls discharged from 
the Irish Reformatory Schools during 1880-81-82, only 15 were 
lost sight of by the respective managers of the Reformatories. 

Only 6 individuals are stated to have been re-convicted of crime, 
during 1883, and 10 others are of doubtful character. Such results, 
which I believe to be correct, show the careful supervision exer- 
cised over the conduct of the girls discharged from the schools. 

From 1st January, 1877, up to the end of 1882, there has been 
but one female convict under sentence of penal servitude in 
Ireland who had previously been in a Reformatory School. 

It will be seen by the last report of the General Prisons Board, 
page 13, that there are at present only 88 females in convict 
prisons in all Ireland, whereas, in 1865, they numbered 504. I 
believe that this very remarkable diminution in the more grave 
female crime in Ireland is, in a great measure, due to the treat- 
ment adopted in the Reformatory and Industrial Schools. 

I have already stated (at page 3) that the Ballinasloe School Baiiinasloe 
has been closed as a Reformatory, and certified as an Industrial School. 
School instead. All young female Roman Catholic offenders 
committed under the 13th section of the Industrial Schools Act 
will be admitted to it, and there is no doubt that it will be even 
more useful in the future as a preventative than it has been as a 
Reformatory Institution. 



Relapses in 1883. 

The following table, compiled from the reports of governors of 
county and borough prisons, shows the number of offenders 
sentenced to imprisonment in 1883, who had previously been in- 
mates of a Reformatory at some period since the passing of the 
Act in 1858, and the offences for which they were so recom-

Some of the offenders mentioned in the above table were dis- 
charged from the reformatory schools so far back as 1865. This 
return shows but 5 females convicted of offences against property. 
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Many of the commitments were for offences of a comparatively 
trifling nature, or of a character not indicating criminal tendency. 

When considering the subject of relapses of young offenders, 
the large numbers which have passed through the institutions 
must be taken into account.

It will be seen by the foregoing that the number of adults com- 
mitted to prison in 1883 were 4,586 or 16 per cent, greater than 
in 1872, whereas the juveniles decreased by 533, or 39 per cent. 

The small proportion of young offenders, especially females, 
under 16 committed to gaols is very satisfactory as contrasted 
with the condition of the young criminal population before the 
passing of the Reformatory and Industrial Schools Acts.

The above return shows that the total receipts for the main- 
tenance of Reformatory Schools in Ireland amounted to £28,116 
15s. Qd. in 1883, of which sum £17,5.55 16s. 8 d. was contributed out 
of Treasury vote, and £7,920 4s. Bd. from local rates. (See table, 
p. 139.) 

The amount of voluntary subscriptions in 1883 was £468 19s. Qd., Cost for 
being £43 10s. 8 d. more than in previous year. The industrial 
proiits were £2,124 18s. 9cZ., being £39 14s. 2d. less than in 1882. formatory 

The average cost per head for maintenance, including rent and schools, 
disposal, was £23 9s. 0 d. for boys, and £27 2s. 2d., for girls. 

The highest cost per head for boys was £26 4s. lid. (at Reho- 
both), the lowest £22 2s. Id. (Philipstown). 

The highest cost for girls was £35 14s. lOd. (Ballinasloe) the 
lowest £22 4s. 7 d. (Monaghan). 

Industrial Schools. 

The number of certified Industrial Schools in Ireland on 31st industrial 
December, 1 882, was 61 . One new school was certified for Roman schrob * 
Catholic young boys at Rathdrum, co. Wicklow, in December, 

1883. There were consequently 62 schools in Ireland certified 
under the Industrial Schools Act on the 31st December, 1883, viz. :

previous year.) Of these 17 boys and 167 girls, being in excess 
of the limits fixed by the rules of each school, although sentenced 
by magistrates to detention in the schools under the Industrial 
Schools Act, or else being under six years of age, were not paid 
for out of the Treasury grant, and were supported by the managers 
from other sources, as voluntary inmates. The total number of 
inmates in Industrial Schools paid for out of the Treasury grant 
on 31st December, 1883, therefore amounted to 5,984, being an 
increase of 60 on previous year.

Sixty per These figures show that 60 per cent, of those sent to Industrial 
Th ° f Schools were totally uneducated, while in 1882 the percentage was 
Lit t”° 55, being A3 per cent, greater than in 1881, and afford strong 

Industrial ev i<j e nce of the necessity which exists in Ireland for an efficient 
iiiSe. teaching staff in Industrial Schools. Yet, up to the present, no 
adequate encouragement has been given to managers to secure that 

°Hn Ct my Annual Reports to Parliament I have year after year 
endeavoured to impress on the Executive, the importance of 
havintr experts employed to do so necessary a work as the scholas- 
tic teaching of the inmates and the inspecting aDd organizing of 
the schools. . 

To obtain a separate staff to organize and inspect the schools 
in connexion with this office, would be attended with a very serious 
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cost, which would, in my opinion, be a waste of public money, as 
the staff of the National Board might be utilized for that 
purpose. 

I would therefore suggest that the practice adopted by the 
Governors of the Hibernian Military School, Phcenix Park, be 
applied to testing the efficiency in many schools which are not in 
connexion with the National Board. The pupils of the Hiber- 
nian School are examined by two of the Inspectors yearly, and 
the results are very satisfactory. 

In other parts of the United Kingdom the employment ofsamepro- 
properly qualified instructors in such Institutions is encouraged. 

Teachers in workhouses are paid for by the State, both in England ought to he 
and Ireland, while Reformatory and Industrial schools in Ireland, g'ven in 
are excluded from the participation in the facilities for education ^England, 
accorded to all other State institutions. Periodical examinations 
by high class practical educationalists, such as is given by the 
inspectors of National Schools, and the testing of the progress of 
each individual pupil is absolutely necessary to insure a high state 
of efficiency in the great majority of the schools. 

I brought this matter under the notice of the Royal Commis- 
sioners, and in their report, page 58, they dwelt at some length 
on the disadvantages under which English and Scotch Schools 
labour with regard to literary education, but they add, “ In Ireland 
these disadvantages are perhaps even greater, so far as elementary 
education is concerned.” 

In 32 of the Industrial Schools the pupils attend the National 
Schools, and from a Return put in by Sir Patrick Keenan, and 
judging by the percentage of passes, the Industrial School pupils 
showed better results than those of the National Schools. The 
children are inspected and examined by the Inspectors of the 
Irish Education Department, but no educational grants are made 
in regard to them either by Results Fees or otherwise. 

The Royal Commissioners (page 68) approved of my suggestion 
that the education given in Reformatory and Industrial Schools 
should be tested by the Inspectors of the National Board of 
Education. 

They add, “ If the system of payment on Results, which has Results 
worked so well in ordinary National Schools, were extended to should be 
the cases of children committed to ordinary Industrial Schools, pai 
we believe that all objection to educational inspection by the 
National Board would disappear, and no difficulty would be found 
in working out the system.” 

Payment by results for educational progress, and for proficiency 
in industrial training of the inmates of Reformatory and Industrial 
Schools, would ensure a high standard of scholastic as well as 
technical instruction in the schools, and would put an end to the 
anomaly of the present system, which enables the worst-managed 
institutions to receive the same allowance as those in which 
every means is taken to impart a high-class instruction to the 
inmates. 

If this recommendation be carried out the amounts so earned by Results 
the children should be appropriated for their future advancement earned

Dairy edu- 
cation. 



Each year the technical education of the inmates of the indus- 
trial schools of Ireland has progressed. Many of the girls' 
schools are in connexion with South Kensington, . and the advan- 
tages which it affords have been availed, of with success. At 
present Mr. Alan S. Cole is giving instruction in design patterns 
in lace in the schools, and in some instances the value of the face 
is doubled. At Limerick the union workhouses were searched by 
the managers of the industrial schools for old workers of Limerick 
lace, and already skilled artisans, educated in Industrial Schools tor 
that branch of industry, turn out first-class work. The manager of 
the Parsonstown Industrial School imported from Honiton the 
most expert artisan she could obtain to instruct her pupils in 
the manufacture of pillow lace, and her girls are also well taught 
to imitate the different laces of the Continent. She has now 
opened a class of Roman mosaic work, and she contemplates the 
establishment of other high-class industries.. 

Needlework of every description, machine work, silk, gold, 
and silver embroidery are taught in the schools, as likewise kid 
o-love making, bookbinding and other trades.. Instruction in 
cooking and the economy of food has been given in many of 
the schools by certified teachers from South Kensington, and 
dairy management, on the most scientific principles, has now been 
taken up by the managers of the St. Martha’s Industrial School, 

Some years since, I was with one of the most skilled agricul- 
turalists in Ireland, travelling in South Cork when we passed 
through Rosscarbery, a butter district. It was market day and 
he pointed out to me that the butter scarcely brought two-thirds 
of its value. It was pure in quality but unsaleable for use, 
owino- to its imperfect manufacture,, and was . bought only by 
dealers to be re-manufactured. Dairy education on the most 
scientific principles, has been for some years well developed on 
the continent of Europe. The result has been that Irish butter 
has now lost its position in the market owing to the keen com- 
petition, of northern nations, yet the Irish cattle are not inferior, 
and their pasture is equal to, if not better, than any in Europe. 

To remedy this evil, influential gentlemen, of the highest posi- 
tion in Cork, sought the co-operation of the Commissioners of 
National Education in establishing a school for the instruction of 
farmers’ daughters in the most enlightened systems of dairy 
management. Fortunately, a means existed for carrying out this 
object 0 and in its development very valuable results have been 
obtained The Munster Model Farm has been organized for the 
purpose ; a committee of gentlemen of the locality provided funds 
for the purpose of offering prizes to the more deserving pupils, 
and the feeing of lecturers in the different departments of scientific 
agriculture. °The system was warmly supported throughout the

bocicty m Limerick m 1883, His Excellency, Earl Spencer, stated

e e sess ‘°u opened in January of the present year. Thirty-three Monaghan 
pupils attended but only seven pupils.came from Ulster. Two of Dair y 
these were young ladies, now sisters of the St. Martha’s Industrial k ° o1 
cnool, Monaghan. At the conclusion of the session, their Excel- 
lencies the Lord Lieutenant and the Countess Spencer attended, 
ancl it was most gratifying to me to witness that the three highest 
prizes were awarded to one of the Monaghan ladies, and were 
presented to her by Her Excellency, first, for proficiency as tested 
oy examination ; second, for practical butter making ; third for 
the best kept note-book. 

The superintendent of the Albert Model Farm at Glasnevin 
has since visited the Monaghan School, and he tells me, that the • 
dairy of that institution is well adapted for the teaching of 
butter-making. He also says that the } r oung lady who so dis- 
tinguished herself in Glasnevin, is very competent to instruct 
gnls in the most enlightened system of dairy management. 

1 here is now no model farm in Ulster under the National 
.board of Education, hut it is hoped that the Industrial School 
system might be utilized for the purpose, with the co-operation of 
the Board. 

At the Monaghan Industrial School means now exist by which 
dairy instruction might be very advantageously introduced, and 
it has occurred to me that a centre for instructing the daughters 
of the farmers of the district might be established there. In 
Denmark on farms where well trained dairy maids are employed 
pupils are received, and in this way an economical system of 
instruction has done much for the dairy interests of that 
kingdom. 

.I'he Industrial Schools are yearly becoming more connected 
with the Board of National Education, and I trust that the 
Industrial. National School of Monaghan will help to diffuse 
scientific instruction in dairy management as was done in the 
case, of cookery when the externs were enabled to participate in 
the instructions then given in the industrial school. 

B 
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I have dwelt on this subject at some length because it is of 
so much importance in our agricultural country, and I believe that 
what I suggest can be accomplished. 

Technical It is quite unnecessary for me to dwell on the high class 
training in technical training given in the Artane and some' other boys’ In- 
schools. ' dustrial schools as they have been so recently visited by the 
Royal Commission on Reformatory and Industrial Schools as 
well as by that for Technical Training, and lately by the Congress 
of the Reformatory and Refuge Union. I may add that the mana.- 
ger of the Artane school has just returned from the. United 
States which he visited for the sole purpose of introducing new 
industries into Ireland.

Deaths. Deaths. 

The deaths amongst children under orders of detention in T “ l,Ia . 
Industrial Schools during the year numbered S4 (36 of boys and p ' 138 ' 
48 of girls), as compared with 59 in the preceding year. Eio-ht 
of the boys and one of the girls, suffering from consumption were 
on licence with their relations at the time of their death. 

As hitherto, a large majority of the deaths in 1883 was from 
scrofula and tuberculosis in their various phases. In that year 
(1883) 46 deaths in the schools were from consumption, tuberculosis 
and meningitis ; besides these 9 died from various forms of Inner 
disease, 6 from brain disease, and 3 from disease of the heart. ° 

Eight deaths from zymotic diseases were reported during 1883 
(three from fever and five from scarlatina). Nine of the inmates 
were carried off by gastric and other mesenteric diseases. One 
died from epileptic seizure, one from hemorrhage, and one boy 
was drowned. J 

The death rate in the schools in 1882 was one in every 103 of 
the inmates, being 0‘97 per cent, of the total number of children. 

In 1883 it was 1 in every 73 of the children, or 13 per cent. 

The death-rate in Industrial Schools is much the same as 
amongst the general population. For example, I find by reference 
to the Registrar-General’s returns for 1881 that the deaths of 
children from 1 to 15 years of age numbered 16,346, or 0'90 per 
cent, of the population of the same ages, while the deaths of those 
under five years of age were 19,490, a mortality equal to 3-38 per 
cent, of the living at that age, 

B2 
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I have again to point out to managers the necessity which 
exists to take proper precautions to prevent the spread of contagion, 
by separating the children suffering from tubercular and other 
infectious diseases from the healthy inmates of the schools, and 
to avoid overcrowding in the dormitories and class rooms. 

The Total Admissions to certified Industrial Schools (excluding 
transfers) amounted, up to December 31st, 1883, to — boys, 6,1 2 d ; 
girls, 9,508; total, 15,633. 

The Total Discharges to same date (excluding transfers) 
amounted to — boys, 3,537 ; girls, 5,440 ; total, 8,97/. •

8 977 children have been discharged from Industrial Schools 
in Ireland during the fifteen years which have elapsed since the 
passing of the Industrial Schools Act for Ireland. Of these 231 
boys went to sea, 70 enlisted, and 137 boys and 4oo girls are 
stated to have emigrated on discharge from the schools. 

The Results of the working of Industrial Schools, as tested by 
the numbers reported on, are as follows : — 

Total number who left the schools during the three years 1880- 
81-82 was 3,227, viz., boys, 1,516 ; girls, 1,711. 

Of these 16 boys and 10 girls were committed to Reformatories, 
92 boys and 113 girls died in the schools, 16 boys and^ 26 girls 
whose detention orders were deemed insufficient were discharged 
bv the Chief Secretary ; 184 boys and 36 girls were transferred 
to other industrial schools, and 87 boys were discharged from the 
Summer-hill School when the certificate was withdrawn. 

The total to be reported on up to 31st December, 1883, was 
therefore, 2,647, viz., 1,121 boys, 1,520 gills. 

Of the boys, 28 died after discharge, leaving 1,09 3 to bo reported 
on, of whom — •

The preceding table gives a proportion of 907 percent, of males 
and 95'0 per cent, of females discharged from Industrial Schools 
during the three years (1880-81-82) who are reported to have 
been doing well since they left the schools, and I can only trace 
one instance of the 1,526 girls discharged from Industrial Schools 
during that period who has been convicted of crime during 1883. 

Cost per Head in 1883. 

In the boys’ schools the cost per head, including rent, interest paid 
on loans and expenses of disposal, but omitting cost of buildings, 
land, &c., and profit or loss on industrial departments, ranged from 
£25 2s. Id at “Gibraltar” ship, and £23 14s. 7 d at Limerick to 
£17 3s. 11 d at Meath, Blackrock. The average cost per head, in 
the 12 schools for grown boys, was £20 11s. 7 d 

The cost in the schools for young boys was £20 2s. 8d at 
Drogheda, £20 19s. lid at Cappoquin, and £19 10s. Od at 
Kilkenny, and £20 4s. 7 d at Passage West School. The Rath- 
drum School was only certified on 31st December, 1883. 

In the girls schools the cost per head varied from £25 8s. Id 
at Newtownforbes, and £22 17s. 6‘d at Golden Bridge to £15 2s. 5d 
at Athlone. The average cost per head in the 44 schools for girls 
was £19 8s. 9d 

In the Killarney schools for young boys and girls the cost was 
£18 7s. 7 d 

Profit and Loss. 

In the boys’ schools the highest profits on industrial depart- 
ments were £4 17 s. 4d per head at St. Nicholas, £3 5s. Id at 
Limerick, £2 18s. 9d at Artane, and £2 15s. 2d at Green- 
mount. No profit or loss is shown in the Gibraltar ship, as the 
boys in it do not work for the public. There was a loss of £135 
2s. 4d at Milltown, Belfast, and of £9 10s. Od at Kerry House, 
Tralee. The average profits in 9 schools for grown boys was 
£2 15 s. Id 

In the girls’ schools the highest profits were £5 16s. 2d per head 
at Roscommon, £4 3s. 3d at Heytesbury-street, £5 Is. Id. at 
Tipperary, £3 Is. 4d at Kilkenny. Average profits in 43 girls’ 
schools, £1 16s. 4d 

Receipts and Expenditure. 

At page 120 et post, Appendix Y., will be found the items of 
receipts and expenditure in each Industrial school in Ireland 
during 1883 
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The total receipts in 1883 were £126,820 9s. id., the expendi- 
ture £114, 471 17s. id., towards which the Treasury contributed 
£77 259 16s. 8ci., or less than one-half. The amount received 
from voluntary subscriptions was £6,728 11s. 7 d. Industrial pro- 
fits realized £11,571 18s. 0 d„ and £27,960 5s. f id were con- 
tributed out of local rates by the Grand Juries of counties and. 
boroughs in Ireland. (See table, page 139).

The preceding table shows that £479 Os. 3 d. was collected in 
1883 from parents and guardians of young offenders confined 
in Reformatory Schools, towards the reimbursement to the 
Treasury of the expenses of their maintenance in the schools. 

The young offenders in these schools on the 31st December, 

1883, numbered 1,099. At that time 5,984 children were inmates 
of Industrial Schools in Ireland yet only £539 9s. 4d. was collected 
from their parents and relatives in that year, and in 1882 only 
£489 2s. 4 d. The same collectors were employed for both classes 
of schools. In the provinces, 20 per cent, is allowed to the Royal 
Irish Constabulary for collecting Parental Moneys and 25 per 
cent, is paid to two collectors in the Dublin district. 

The amount collected from parents of children in Reformatory 
Schools in 1883 was less by £120 18s. 5 d. than in previous year, 
but the number of children in the Schools was also less in 1883 
than in 1882. The amount collected from the parents of children 
in Industrial Schools was more by £50 7s. 0 d. than in 1882. 

The collection of this money is beset with many difficulties. 

By reference to pages 9 and 18 of this Report, it will be seen 
the small number of the children in these schools who have 
parents against whom proceedings can be taken, and of these 
latter how few are of ability to contribute. Even when parents 
are of ability to contribute, many of the orders granted by 
Magistrates are rendered inoperative through defects in the law 
or other causes. The Industrial Schools Act does not authorize Parents 
imprisonment in cases of default, and thus parents frequently ? anuot 1)0 
escape payment, although earning good wages, when they have 1™ default^ 
no effects on which to distrain. Others leave their employment of industrial 
rather than pay the amounts ordered, and many take precautions ments. pay * 
to evade contribution by concealing their whereabouts, and having 
their letters addressed to places where they do not reside. 

The parents of young offenders in Reformatories, are as a rule

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children, consequently they are more accessible for inquiry, and 
more easily kept in view. Many, however, are of a drunken 
and dissolute character, and it would be desirable that the 
Act should authorize payment by the employer out of the wages 
of the parent, which is, I am informed, in some instances per- 
mitted in England. Until this is done the gin palace will 
frequently anticipate the collector of parental contributions. 

In previous reports 1 have brought under notice of the Execu- 
tive the desirability of some amendments in the law on this subject. 

General Observations. 

Early in January, 1883, the members of the Royal Commission 
on Reformatory and Industrial Schools visited Ireland. They 
inspected the schools of Dublin, Belfast, Cork, Kilkenny, 
Monaghan, and Philipstown, and they examined a number of the 
leading persons of these districts on the working of the system. 

The Commissioners, in the report which they have published, 
express their admiration of the manner in which the Irish schools 
are conducted, and state their conviction that the schools have 
been the means of saving from a life of crime large numbers of 
children, who would otherwise have swelled the criminal statistics 
of the country. They remark on the greater attempts made at 
classification, in both Reformatory and Industrial schools, in 
Ireland than in England, and they refer to the zealous and 
humane efforts of those who are charged with the management 
of the institutions. They likewise call attention to the large 
preliminary outlay which has been made in many of the schools, 
in order to provide the necessary machinery to complete instruc- 
tion in the different trades, and they point to the fact that these 
large sums have been raised entirely by voluntary efforts, as no 
grant in aid, for the erection, enlargement or improvement of 
Industrial Schools, is given, or could be made, out of the rates in 
Ireland. 

The returns in my office show the amounts which during the last 
fourteen years have been laid out for such purposes, and it appears 
from those returns that a sum amounting to £293,075 4s. 3 has 
been expended by the managers, from voluntary contributions, 
on sites and buildings for Industrial schools in Ireland — besides 
which, very many buildings already in existence have been placed 
at the disposal of the State for that purpose. 

Those returns likewise show that the amount so expended on 
the Artane school alone since its foundation in 1870 has already 
reached £53,888 17s. 0 d. 

The Commissioners state, page 13, in their report : — 

te We are convinced that the children who are committed to these 
institutions need a degree of personal care and interest which no mere 
official system would provide, and that scattered as these schools are 
throughout England, Scotland, and Ireland, and small as they often are 
in size and numbers of inmates, they are peculiarly unsuitable for centra- 
lised management. And, while we desire to retain the great advantages 
arising from the personal care, supervision, and interest, of their present 
managers, we also attach some importance to the pecuniary aid which 
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they derive from the voluntary contributions of philanthropic persons 
in every part of the three Kingdoms. Moreover, the religious zeal 
which often prompts the efforts of the present managers, and their mis- 
sionary work in the schools, are of the highest value. Only under 
unofficial management can such efforts have free scope. 

“ For these various reasons we should disapprove the transfer of these 
institutions to the management of tire Government.” 

I would venture to say that there is not in the whole of this 
exhaustive report of the Commissioners a paragraph which dis- 
plays more experience and sound knowledge of the subject, than 
the above which I therefore quote in full. 

When, in 1856, 1 was Director of Convict Prisons, the experi- 
ment for the management by Government of. young offenders in 
Mountjoy Prison was tried. It failed, as at Parkhurst. and, for 
that reason, the £10,000 voted by Parliament for the erection of 
a Penal Reformatory for Boys at Lusk, was allowed to lapse. 

Another instance of the want of success of institutions entirely 
under Government management is evidenced by the model farms in 
the provinces which cost the Treasury large sums of public money, 
and which, with the exception of the Munster Farm, at Cork, 
and the Albert Farm, at Glasnevin, have been finally closed, 
having been either surrendered to their owners, sold, or let to 
tenants. In one case £200 was paid to the owner’s representative 
on the surrender of the farm. 

I have entered into these particulars because I feel satisfied that 
future legislation should tend to encourage the voluntary system 
of management which the Commissioners- advocate. At the 
same time there should be frequent inspections and an incentive 
held out to managers of institutions in which superior training 
is given, as well as that, in future, no school should be certified, JJoreh oor 
especially for boys, until provided with all the appliances for the certified 
effective training of the inmates. If, however, this condition be u ? less p. r °- 
insisted upon I see no reason why managers of Industrial Schools appi£nc«f 
should not be allowed to receive the same assistance by way of for effective 
loans on good security from the Board of Works as is afforded to training? 1 
managers of Reformatory Schools by the Act 44 and 45 Vic., c. 29.

Detailed Reports on Certified Reformatory Schools in 
Ireland during the year 1883. 

County of Antrim. 

Malone Reformatory School for Protestant Boys, Belfast. — 
Inspected 8th and 27th June, 1883. 

Average number of inmates in 1883, 98. 

State of Premises. — The steam engine and appliances lately provided 
are working satisfactorily, and now a loan of £5,000 has been obtained 
from the Board of Works under the recent Act of Parliament (44 and 
45 Vic., c. 29), and I look forward to this school taking its place 
amongst the best institutions of the country. When I visited I was 
much pleased with the order and regularity of the institution. 

Conduct and Discipline. — The conduct of the boys during the year is 
reported to have been uniformly good. Five, however, absconded, but 
were, with one exception, retaken. The general order and discipline of 
the establishment is now very satisfactory. 

Educational State. — Many of the boys on admission are wholly illite- 
rate, and the committee are devoting much attention to the education of 
the inmates, so that all on leaving the reformatory may at least be able 
to read and write, and have a fair knowledge of arithmetic and 
geography. 

The Rev. T. W. Clarendon and Rev. Mr. Welland, the chaplains, 
report very favourably of the conduct of the boys in church and at 
Sunday School, 

Health and General Condition. — Excellent ; no epidemic appeared 
amongst the boys, and only two cases of really serious illness. 

Dr. Walton Brown, the medical officer of the institution, reports that 
the boys are well nourished and looked after, and their general appear- 
ance indicates that a very careful supervision is exercised over them by 
Mr. Barclay, the governor. 

Industrial Training. — Farming, gardening, tailoring, shoemaking, 
carpentry, printing, &c., are well taught under skilled instructors. The 
committee aims at imparting to the boys a good knowledge of their 
respective trades, rather than the making of large profits from their 
labour. The profits were — Farm, £27 5s. 3d. ; garden, £105 6s. 9 d. ; 
tailoring, £45 13s. 2d. ; carpentry, £210 14s. 3d. ; printing, £19 15s. 8d.; 
a loss of £28 11s. 2d. occurred on shoemaking. 

Staff. — Mr. and Mrs. Barclay continue to manage the school to the 
entire satisfaction of the committee, and to me as inspector. The other 
officers were two teachers, a land steward, and a gardener. 

It is with the most sincere regret that I learn of the death of Mr. C. 
Wolfe Shaw, the late honorary secretary of the institution. Mr. Shaw 
was connected with this reformatory from its establishment, and de- 
voted much time to its management. That excellent gentleman always 
expressed the most lively interest in its welfare, and by his anxious 
solicitude and kindly fostering care contributed much to its progress 
and success. He is succeeded as honorary secretary by his son Mr. 
Shaw. Mr. B. T. Hewitt, another friend of the institution, and Rev. 
Joseph Mackenzie, for many years Presbyterian chaplain to the refor- 
matory, also passed away during the year. 
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Total cost, £2,491 17s. Id., including £130 15s. 6c?. for building 3 
average cost per bead, £24 Is. 10 d. Industrial profits, £380 3s. lid. 

Results . — Of 48 cases discharged during the three years 1880-81-82, 
37 are doing well, 7 were re-convicted, 2 have been lost sight of, and 2 
died. 

Very encouraging letters are received from time to time by Mr. Bar- 
clay from former inmates of the school, some are now in the army, others 
hold different positions in life. 



County op Cork. 

St.' Patrick’s ."Reformatory School for Roman Catholic Boys, 

Co. Cork, 

Inspected 9th May, 1883. 

Average number of inmates in 1883, 217. 

State of Premises . — In June, 1883, the managers obtained a loan of 
£5,000 from the Board of Works under the recent Act of Parliament, 
and he reports that he has expended £1,803 6s. 10 c?. during the year on 
machinery and additional buildings. The school is favourably progress- 
ing, but a large debt remains due. 

Health and General Condition . — Two boys died of consumption during 
the year. The medical officer reports that they had been very delicate 
from admission. No case of infectious disease occurred in 1883, 
and very little sickness. The new infirmary, which is heated by hot- 
water pipes, will, I trust, conduce much to the health of the inmates. 

Conduct and Discipline . — The manager reports that the conduct of 
the boys in general was good during the year. Pour cases of abscond- 
ing occurred, but the boys were soon recaptured, and are now stated to 
be giving satisfaction. No other serious breach of discipline is recorded 
during the year, and prizes, including a silver watch, for good conduct 
and industry, were awarded to the most deserving. 

Educational State .— The usual branches of education are taught. 
There is a good brass band, and the boys show proficiency in music. 
The manager reports that the answering of the boys at the annual exami- 
nation was creditable. In the absence of the Bishop, who was to have 
presided, the Mayor of Cork distributed the prizes to the successful 
pupils. 

Industrial Training.— Cabinetmaking, carpentry, smith’s work, 
plumbing, painting, bookbinding, cartmaking, shoemaking, baking, 
tailoring, and wheelwright’s work are taught. A three-horse power 
engine has been obtained, and drives all the machinery in the cabinet- 
making and carpenters’ shops. . 

At the Industrial Exhibition in Cork, during 1883, the jurors awarded 
a first-class prize medal and certificate for a carved pulpit and some 
cabinet work. — -- 

The farm of 250 acres was much improved during the year, and the 
crops in general were very fair. 

Staff. — Rev. J. Hayde, assisted by twelve lay brothers of the Order 
of Charity, manage the institution. There are, besides, trades instructors, 
a bandmaster, &c . — in all 25. 

Results . — Of 186 boys discharged during 1880-81-82, 142 are re- 
ported to be doing well, 1 1 are doubtful, 1 9 have been re-convicted of 
crime, 6 have died, 8 are unknown. 

Total cost in 1883, £6,899 16s. 2 d., of which £1,803 6s. 10 d. was for' 
building, making cost per head £23 9s. 8 d. Industrial profit, 
£364 10s. 10c?.

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County op Dublin. 

High Park Reformatory for Roman Catholic Girls, 
Drumoondra, Dublin. — Certified 21st December, 1858. 

Inspected 17th May, 1883, 

Average daily number of inmates in 1883, 53. 

State of Premises. — Ho change during the year. The premises are, as 
heretofore, kept in excellent order, and during the present year they have 
been visited by members of the Reformatory and Refuge Union, who 
expressed themselves much pleased with the extreme cleanliness, order, 
and tidiness of the establishment. 

Health and General- Condition. — Very good ; no death, and only one 
case of slight rheumatic feyer. The robust and healthy appearance of 
the girls is evidence of the care bestowed on them. 

Conduct and Discipline. — With one exception, excellent. Ho serious 
faults are reported. The one girl who gave much trouble was transferred 
to the Monaghan Reformatory, in which provision is made for such cases. 
Two other girls were also transferred during the year, one for abscond- 
ing, and the other was considered an unsuitable case for this reformatory 
as her family, who are very corrupt, reside in the district. 

Educational State. — Reading, writing, spelling, dictation, grammar, 
geography, and arithmetic are taught. Three hours daily are devoted 
to school teaching. Vocal music is now well taught, and a good choir has 
been formed. The Hational Anthem was well sung on my visit by the 
girls. 

Industrial Training. — Glove-making is extensively carried on in this 
school. Heedlework, shirtmaking, and the use of the sewing machine 
are well taught. The girls also cut out and make their own clothing, 
and work for the shops. They are taught laundry work, and are em- 
ployed in the bakehouse. They milk cows, make butter, feed pigs (40), 
care poultry, work on the farm, and do household work. 

Staff. — Mrs. Mary Pilkington, assisted by seven sisters of the Order 
of Our Lady of Charity of Refuge. 

The total cost of the institution in 1883, was £1,344 16s. Id., making 
the average cost fcr each inmate £25 Is. 5 d. for the year. Industrial 
profits, £126 17s. 4 d. 

Results. — Of forty-one cases discharged during the years 1880—81-82, 
thirty-five are stated to be doing well, one is of doubtful character, three 
unknown, and two have since died. 

These favourable results are strong evidence of the well working of 
the institution, and the manager reports that she finds no difficulty in 
obtaining respectable situations for the girls on discharge. 

Rehoboth Reformatory for Protestant Boys, South Circular- 
road, Dublin. 

Inspected 22nd December, 1883. 

Average daily Humber of inmates in 1883, 29. 

State of Premises. — I found on my inspection the premises in excellent 
order, every department clean, well ventilated, and kept in good con- 
dition. 

Health and General Condition. — Very satisfactory. The boys during 
U 83 enjoyed^ without exception, excellent health. Hot a Single case of 
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serious illness occurred amongst them during the year. The sanitary 
arrangements, of the institution are well looked after, and I am much 
pleased with its condition in all respects. 

Conduct and Discipline. — The conduct of the boys during the year on the 
whole was very good except that four boys absconded, two returned to the 
school on the following morning of their own accord, and are now giving 
satisfaction. The third boy was afterwards recaptured, and he also is 
since going on well. The fourth boy enlisted, and was not brought 
back to the school. The mark system works well, and is found sufficient 
to deter from the commission of serious faults. It is also a great 
encouragement to well disposed boys in the school. Corporal punish- 
ment is not inflicted in this school. 

Educational State. — Mr James M‘Donnell, classed teacher under the 
Board of National Education, attends to the scholastic instruction of the 
boys. Beading, writing, arithmetic, grammar and geography are taught, 
and the manager reports that the progress of the boys during the year 
was very satisfactory. Church catechism and Holy Scripture are well 
taught. Bev. J. H. Monahan, d.d., the hon. sec., takes much interest 
in the educational progress of the boys. 

Industrial Training. — Shoemaking, tailoring, carpentry, and market- 
gardening are taught. The steam engine continues to do good work ; a 
circular saw and four turning lathes are driven by it. Pigs and poultry 
are reared on the farm, and the market-garden and carpentry department 
are very remunerative. 

Staff. — Rev. J. H. Monahan, d.d., the hon. -sec., devotes much time 
to the management of the school, and he is ably assisted by Mr. and Mrs. 
Hanna, the master and matron of the institution. They continue to give 
every satisfaction to the committee, and I am well pleased with the 
general management of the establishment. 

Total costs for 1883, .£761 3s. 2 d., making cost per head £26 4s. 11c?. 
Industrial profits, £155 Os. 5 d. 

Results. — Of fifteen boys discharged in 1880-81-82, ten are doing 
well, two are doubtful, and three died. After discharge, the boys keep 
up a correspondence with Mr. Hanna ; and most of the boys who learned 
trades in the school are now earning a good livelihood by them. 



Reformatory for Protestant Girls, 103, Cork-strelt, Dublin. 

Inspected 29th January, 1883. 

Average daily number of inmates in 1883, 18. 

State of Premises. — Very satisfactory. I am much pleased with 
the order and cleanliness of the institution. It is kept in good repair, 
and the family system is carried out very perfectly in the institution, 
Under the direction of Miss Cooke, the lady superintendent, and her 
assistant, Miss Fitzgerald. 

Health and General Condition. — Excellent. No serious illness ; no 

death. The children by their appearance show the great care paid to 
them. 

C onduct and Discipline.- — Generally satisfactory. Inmost cases loss 
of marks or reduction to a lower class is found sufficient punishment 
for any offence committed. The girls assist the superintendent in 
upholding the discipline of the school, and a high tone prevails amongst 
them. During the twenty-five years since the establishment of this 
school, on one occasion only was it. found necessary to send a girl to 

C 2 
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prison. Under tlie constant supervision of Miss Cooke and her 
assistant an excellent spirit prevails amongst the girls. They are 
industrious, cheery, and happy. 

Educational State. — Reading, writing, orthography, grammar, arith- 
metic, geography, history, Scripture, catechism, and Church formulas, 
are taught. Miss Fitzgerald, who is a well qualified teacher, devotes 
much time to the education of the inmates, and under her care the girls 
have progressed satisfactorily. Their proficiency is tested yearly by 
the Diocesan Inspector of the Church Education Society, whose reports 
are very satisfactory. 

Industrial Training. — "Washing, ironing, " mangling, machine and 
hand sewing, knitting of various kinds, and dressmaking are well taught. 
The girls cut out and make their own clothing. They paper the walls 
and paint the woodwork of the school building, and do other useful 
work. 

Staff. — Miss Cooke manages this school with zeal and efficiency. 
Tier assistant, Miss Fitzgerald, is also inost diligent. A messenger is 
employed, and additional assistants when required. 

Total cost for 1883, £512 4.9. Td. ? of which £34 5s. 6d. was for build- 
ings, making the average cost £26 11s. per head. Industrial profits, 
£68 15s. 6d. 

Results. — Of 15 young 'offenders discharged during 1880—81—82, 10 
are doing well and 5 are doubtful. 

County of Galway. 

St. J oseph’s Reformatory School for Roman Catholic Girls, 
Ballinasloe. 

Inspected 25th April and 18th September, 1883. 

Average number of inmates in 1883, 20. 

State of Premises. — Owing to the continued decrease in the number 
of female inmates in reformatories, referred to by the Royal Commis- 
sioners, at page 52 of their Report, it has at length been decided by the 
Executive to change the certificate of this institution into one for an 
industrial school, the managers to be bound by the rules to admit all 
girls, Roman Catholics, committed from any part of Ireland, under the 
13th section of the Act 31 "Vic., c. 25. 

This arrangement will further develop the system of probationary 
industrial schools for young offenders on the Kilmore type, a system of 
which the Royal Commissioners express their tmqualified approbation. 

On my inspection I found the school clean and orderly, but, pending 
the decision of the Executive on the change of certificate, no money 
was expended on the buildings during the year, but. arrangements are 
now being entered into to erect a new building at a cost of £3,000, and 
the school will be in connexion with the National board, which could 
not be permitted while it was a Reformatory. 

Health and General Condition. — The health of the children was very 
satisfactory during the year. No serious illness ; no death. 

Conduct and Discipline. —The conduct of the majority of the inmates 
was very good in 1883. It was, however, considered desk-able to 
transfer two of the girls, who showed a refractory disposition, to other 
reformatories. 

Educational State. — The girls are taught reading, writing, and 
arithmetic, according to the programme of the National Board. Some 
made considerable progress during the year. 
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Industrial Training. — House and laundry work, dressmaking, plain 
and ornamental work, embroidery on silk and gold, the use of 
sewing and knitting machines, baking, the culture of bees, farm and 
garden work are taught. 

Staff'. Mrs. Mary Burke and three Sisters of Mercy 
. Total- cost in 1883, £714 18s, 7d., making cost per head, £35 14s. IOcZ 
Industrial profit, £66 6s. 

Results. Of thirty-four girls discharged in 1880-81-82, twenty-two 
are known to be doing well, two were reconvicted, one doubtful, and 
nine unknown, 



King’s County, 

Reformatory School for Homan Catholic Boys, Philipstown. — 
Inspected 11th April, 1883. 

Average number of inmates in 1883, 279. 

State of Premises. — £447. 19s. 7 d. was expended during the year, 
chiefly in completing the farm buildings and out-offices, which now 
meet all the requirements of the establishment. The band-room has 
been remodelled, and the school-room much improved. 

Health and General Condition.— Very satisfactory • no serious illness ; 
no death. The situation of the school is exceptionally healthy. Placed 
on a limestone gravel.surrounded by a peat bog, scrofula and comsump- 
tion is almost unknown in the establishment. 

There has been but one death in the school during the past three years 
out of an average, of 290 boys, and that was from bronchitis. The 
boy who died was in a delicate state of health on admission. 

The immunity from scrofula and consumption in this institution has 
attracted the attention of medical men, and may lead to important dis- 
coveries in the treatment of these diseases. Cleanliness is strictly enforced, 
and the lavatoi’y arrangements are very complete. 

Conduct and Discipline. — Most satisfactory. The system of good 
conduct badges and pecuniary rewards for work have produced good 
results. Two boys absconded during the year, and one has not yet been 
retaken. A good-conduct club has been formed in the institution, 
the object of which is to aid the brothers in maintaining order and 
discipline. 

_ Educational State. — Three hours daily are devoted to scholastic instruc- 
tion. The manager reports that the boys have made fail’ progress 
during the year, and most of them are eager to learn. However, the 
majority are committed in a deplorable state of ignorance. The school 
teaching is conducted by 3 brothers, 2 lay brothers, and 10 monitors 
chosen from amongst the boys. There are two excellent bands in the 
school, a reed band for the older boys, and a fife and drum band for 
the younger. 

Industrial Training. — The recent Eoyal Commission expressed them- 
selves much pleased with the technical instruction in this school, and I 
fully endorse what they say. Carpentry, smith’s work, gardening, 
tailoring, shoemaking, baking, gas making, wheelwright’s works, plumb- 
ing, harness makihg, and cooper’s work, are taught. 

A large number of boys work on the farm of 130 acres, and are taught 
the use of the most improved agricultural implements, under the guid- 
ance of an experienced farmer. Many of the boys are now working on 
large farms in Canada, and earning high wages. 
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Stop. — The staff consists of Rev. P. Newman, with an assistant 
manager, chaplain, twelve brothers, and eight foremen of trades. 

Total cost in 1883, £6,615 Is. 1 d,, of which £447 19s. 7 d. was for 
buildings, making the cost per head £22 2s. 1 d. Industrial profit, 

£349 18s. 5 d. 

Remits. — Of the 194 boys discharged during the years 1880-81-82, 
159 are stated to be doing well, 17 were re-convicted, 14 lost sight of, 
and 4 have since died. 

The manager reports that of the 17 re-convictions, 8 were for assault 
and disorderly conduct, so that only 9 fell back into their old habits of 
dishonesty. 



County Limerick. 

St. Joseph’s Reformatory School for Roman Catholic Girls, 
Clare-street, Limerick. 

Inspected 16th June, 1883. 

Average daily number of inmates in 1883, 34. 

State of Premises. — The new buildings, erected at a cost of over £6,000, 
were quite unsuited for such a small institution as this has now become, 
and the Chief Secretary has certified the buildings as an industrial 
school instead. The inmates have been transferred to the old industrial 
school premises, and the manager proposes to build cells in which young 
offenders will be sent, instead of to a prison, in order to carry out the 
system recommended by the Royal Commissioners, and which I trust 
will become law. 

Health and General Condition. — Without exception, most satisfactory ; 
no serious illness ; no death. The children are remarkably well cared, 
well fed, and well clothed. 

Conduct and Discipline. — The girls are, as a rule, .very obedient, faults 
few and trifling. A good spirit prevails amongst them. They are most 
industrious, respectful, and grateful to the sisters for the care bestowed 
on them. 

Educational State. — Three hours daily are devoted to scholastic instruc- 
tion. Reading, writing, dictation, grammar, arithmetic, and geography 
are taught. The girls are also instructed in singing. 

Industrial Training. — House and laundry work, dressmaking, needle- 
work, and the use of the sewing machine are taught. The girls knit, 
embroider, work crochet, make all the clothes they wear ; and work for 
the shops. Some specimens of lace made by the inmates, exhibited 
at the Cork Exhibition and at the Limerick Art Exhibition, were much 
admired. 

The girls rear calves and feed pigs and poultry. 

Those girls who emigrate bring their lace patterns and frames with 
them so as to be usefully employed on the voyage. 

Staff. — Mrs. M. A. Bartley, with a staff of five sisters of the Order 
of the Good Shepherd, manage the school. 

Total cost for 1883, £2,815 8s. 7 d., of which £1,666 12s. id. was 
for building, making cost per head, £33 15s. 9 d. Industrial profits, 
£77 19s. Id. 

Results. — Of 41 discharged during 1880-81-82, 38 are doing well, 
2 have been lost sight of, 1 is doubtful. 
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The girls who emigrated to America and Australia, with one excep- 
tion continue to correspond with the sisters. Many are in respectable 
situations, and earning good wages. 

-A-ny gM who is not well fitted for service at the end of her period of 
detention remains in the school until qualified for a situation. 

the girls trained in this school have in it a home to wbioh they 
can always return when temporarily out of employment through bad 
health or otherwise. ° 



County Monaghan. 

Spark’s Lake Reformatory for Roman Catholic Girls, 
Inspected 12th January, 4th July, &c., 1883. 

Average daily number of inmates in 1883, 61. 

State of Premises.— -A sum of £150 was expended in 1883 on the 
erection of additional farm offices, and a covered recreation-hall for the 
children m which to exercise during wet weather. On all my visits I 
found the premises in a very satisfactory condition, and the system in force 
is attended with the best results. The Royal Commissioners visited the 
school m January, 1883 and expressed “unmixed pleasure and satis- 
faction from all they saw. ’ 

Health and General Condition .— Two girls died during the year one 
fiom consumption, the other from tubercular meningitis. Tim general 
health of the other mmates was good. Some who, on admission were 
m a sacl state from disease and misery are now quite healthy. 

Conduct and Discipline.— The Royal Commissioners, when treating on 
speciei reformatories for refractory cases, observed in their report (page 29 
& 3°)—“ W e believe that under a superintendent experienced in specially 
refractory children, many cases, deemed hopeless in ordinary reforma- 
tories, might be successfully treated without long continuance of excep- 
tional seventy. _ And they instance some interesting experience on the 
subject obtained m the Spark’s Lake Reformatory. This institution was 
originally intended for receiving the worst class of offenders on their 
lirst committal, as well as those transferred as unmanageable from other 
reformatories, and the results have been very satisfactory. The inmates 
are divided into two classes, with distinctive uniforms and privileges 
No child is ever refused admission into this school, and the most m-ave 
offenders, after a time, become embued with the spirit of the place* and 
conform to discipline. The great ambition of the inmates is to rise to 
the higher class of honour. 

Educational State.— Reading, writing, dictation, and arithmetic are 
carefully taught, and instruction is given in vocal music. Three hours 
daily are devoted to the scholastic and moral instruction of the girls 
who are, as a rule, anxious to learn, and have made fair progress during 
the year. ° b 

Industrial Training . — -Needlework of every description is well taught 
as likewise the use of sewing machines. The gir-ls cut out and make°all 
the clothes they wear. They are taught laundry work, and make up fine 
linen for the principal families in the neighbourhood. They work on 
the farm, milk cows, make butter, feed pigs, and do household work • 
they cook for the establishment. Each girl is trained in that particular- 
branch of industry for which she seems best fitted, and with great 
success. The dairy management and the skilled workers, both taught 
under trained teachers, are excellent, b 
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• Staff. — Mrs. Einnigan, and six sisters of the Order of St. Louis, manage 
the school. 

Total cost in 1883, XI, 506, of which XI 50 was for building, making 
the average cost £22 4s. 7 d. per head. Industrial profit, XI 42. 

Results . — Of the 37 girls discharged in 1880-81-82, 31 are known 
to be doing well, 1 lost sight of, 4 were re-convicted, and 1 is doubtful. 

Most of the girls now hold most respectable situations with credit to 
themselves, and keep up a correspondence with the manager. When a 
girl leaves a situation she is specially looked after until another can be 
procured for her. 



County of Wicklow. 

St. Kevin’s Reformatory School for Roman Catholic Boys, 
Glencree, Enniskerry. 

Inspected llth November, 1883. 

Average daily number of inmates in 1883, 301. 

State of Premises . — A sum of £453 Is. 5 d. was expended on the 
buildings during the year. The lavatory accommodation was greatly 
increased, a new show-room and timber store were added to the cabinet- 
maker’s shop, the chapel was improved and plastered. New retorts were 
put up in the gas-house. 

Health and General Condition.— One death occurred from pneumonia ; 
the health of the other inmates was excellent. 

Conduct and Discipline . — The manager reports that some boys, who 
attempted to abscond, when brought back, gave trouble for some 
time. He states, however, that, as a rule, the inmates are docile, 
industrious, and attentive to their duties. 

Educational State . — Three hours daily are devoted to scholastic 
teaching. The manager states that a large portion of the boys were 
entirely illiterate on admission, but that they have made fair progress. 
Reading, writing, arithmetic, and dictation are taught to all ; grammar 
and geography and mathematics to the more advanced. There is an 
excellent brass band in the institution. 

Industrial Training. — Carpentry, tailoring, shoemaking, wheelwrights’ 
and smiths’ work, cabinet-making, turning, wood-carving, masonry, 
stone-cutting, harness-making, and baking, are taught by efficient 
masters. The machinery in the work-shops is worked by a turbine 
wheel. 

A large number of boys are engaged on the farm, and a field of 10 
acres was reclaimed during the year. 

Staff. — Rev. D. McIntyre, assisted by One clergyman, 19 brothers, 7 
foremen of trades, a schoolmaster, a bandmaster, and 2 night-watchmen. 

Total cost, £7, 283 2s. 10c7, making the cost per head £24 3s. 11 d. 
Industrial profits, X393 7s. 3 d. 

Results .— 198 discharged in 1880-81-82, of whom 3 have since died, 
174 are stated to be doing well, IS have been convicted, and 3 lost 
sight of. 

The manager states that of the 18 re-convictions 3 were for larceny 
and 1 housebreaking ; the others for more trifling offences.

The Ulster Industrial School Training Ship “ Gibraltar,” for 
Protestant Boys, Belfast. 

Inspected 3rd February, 1882. 

Average daily number of inmates in 1883, 288. 

^tate of premises. — The sanitary condition of this ship continues to 
be highly satisfactory ; but in consequence of the great .expense con- 
nected with the establishment of Fox Lodge school, several most 
desirable and necessary repairs have been postponed for the present. A 
new steam boiler must however be erected, as that in use has been con- 
demned by the insurance company. 

A sum of £740 4s. 3d. was expended during the year on repairing and 
fitting out the ship and boats. £100 was paid to Admiralty, leaving a 
balance of £1,510 still due. 

The steam launch, which was obtained in 1882, has been found of 
great advantage in communicating with the shore in rough weathei. It 
is skillfully managed by the boys. 

Health and general condition. — Five boys died in 1883 ; three from 
tubercular diseases, including consumption ; one from tylioid fever, and 
one boy was drowned. The health of the other children was very good 
during the year. When I visited the ship I found only one boy in hospital. 

Conduct and discipline. — The conduct of the boys has generally been 
good, and the punishments not in excess of former years. Three, how- 
ever, of the boys were very refractory, and it was necessary to make an 
example of them, they were therefore brought before a magistrate, and 
committed to a reformatory. The Band of Hope and temperance society 
on board continues to prosper, and has resulted in much good to the boys 
after they have left the ship. 

Educational state. — The inmates were examined in April, 1884, by J. 
Gordon, esq., District Inspector of the National Board, who reports : — 
“The senior boys read witli ease and intelligence, and understand well what 
they read. The juniors have improved in reading since last examina- 
tion. The two highest classes passed creditably in a rather difficult 
exercise in dictation. A large proportion of the boys deserve much 
credit for their accuracy in arithmetic. Writing still maintains its high 
character. Many of the boys in fourth and fifth classes show a fail- 
knowledge of grammar, and geography is making steady progress. The 
progress during the past year is very satisfactory.” 

Bev. M. Beattie, chaplain of the Mission to Seamen Society, examined 
the boys in Holy Scripture, and reports that the results were in every 
respect most satisfactory. The Rev. R. Cra*tfford, the Rev. H. W. 
Stewart, m.a., the Rev. JohU Spence, m.a., and Rev. James E. Kelly, ll.b., 
also held an examination in scriptural knowledge, and they report 
that the answering was very good, and gave ample evidence of careful 
instruction. 

The excellent brass band continues to be in a most efficient condition, 
and is a credit to the instructor. 
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Industrial training . — Every branch of practical seamanship is care- 
fully taught in this school. 

Admiral A. H. Hoskins, superintendent of Naval Reserve, inspected 
the ship in October, 1883, and expressed himself much pleased with the 
course of instruction pursued. 

The boys are also instructed in carpentry, tailoring, shoemaking, 
sailmakmg, &c. ° 

Stafi. Robert Micks, esq., the hon. secretary, and the Committee, 
continue to devote much time to the management of the establishment and 
the welfare of the boys. Captain Kerby, R.N., is unremitting in his 
ettorts to further the objects of the institution, and he states that all the 
officers of his staff are efficiently doing their duty. 

Mr. Pattesson has been transferred to Fox Lodge as manager, and I 
feel sure that under his care the institution will progress. ° 

Total cost in 1883, £6,464 12s. id., of which £470 4s. 3cZ. was 
expended on the ship. Cost per head, £25 2s. Id, 

Results.— Of 169 boys discharged during 1880-81-82, 121 are doing 
well j 36 have not been heard of for some time. This, of course, is in 
many cases the result of the occupation of the boys, who are absent at 
sea. Nine are doubtful, and three have since died. 

• r llG 111 tlieir report again express regret at the continued 

lnciisposition of the owners of vessels and other employers of labour to 
assist them m giving the boys, when discharged, an opportunity of 
earning a livelihood apart from their former associates and the evil 
influence of depraved and, in many instances, profligate relatives. The 
Committee once more entreat the class of gentlemen indicated to give 
tnem even a little encouragement for one year as a trial. 



Fox Lodge Industrial School for young Protestant Boys, 
Ballynafeigh, Belfast. 

This school was not certified for boys until January, 1884, but the 
advisability of extending the benefits of the Industrial School system by the 
establishment of an institution on shore for the reception of Protestant 
children under ten years of age has been for some time under the con- 
sideration of the Committee of the Gibraltar ship. The Committee has 
at length been successful in obtaining a suitable building at Fox Lod<m 
Ballynafeigh, and they have secured the right to purchase the house 
and grounds for £4,000. V ery considerable expenses have been incurred 
m alterations and repairs to the buildings, and in providing the necessary 
tmmiture and fittings. This heavy expenditure has very materially 
affected the financial position of the parent institution ; and the Com- 
mittee appeal to the generosity and liberality of their friends in Belfast 
and throughout Ulster generally, to assist them, and they believe that 
they will not be left in a position of difficulty or the work allowed to 
languish for want of funds. 

The Committee have addressed a circular to the several Clerks of Petty 
Sessions in the province of Ulster, informing magistrates of the establish- 
ment of this school for the reception of Protestant children under ten 
years of age. 
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Hampton House Industrial School for Protestant Girls, 
Balmoral, Belfast.

State of premises. — The remodelling of this school, referred to in my 
last report, was very successfully carried out during the year. It has 
now every appliance for the proper training of the inmates, including a 
large plunge bath for teaching the children to swim, a knowledge of 
which is now so necessary for every one. Altogether I have seldom 
seen so perfect arrangements as are in this school in so small a space. 

Health and genercd condition . — Three children died in 1883 from 
tubercular consumption, but no case of zymotic disease occurred during 
the year. The health of all the other children was excellent. 

Conduct and discipline. — For the most part good. Cases of insubor- 
dination occur from time to time, but on the whole the girls are well 
conducted, obedient, and cheery. 

Educational state . — A good primary education is given. The Rev.- 
E. P. Hoe and Rev. W. S. Darley, Inspectors of the Diocesan Board of 
Church Education, examined the children in December, 1883. They 
report that — 

“ On the whole a fair year’s work has been done ; more exactness necessary in 
figures, tables, writing, and dictation. The needlework well done and the singing ex- 
cellent.” 

On the examination in religious knowledge they report that — 

“ The answering of the senior pupils was excellent in all subjects, fully maintaining 
its reputation in former years. Borne of the courses were, however, too advanced.” 

Industrial training . — Dressmaking of a simple kind, and different 
branches of needlework are taught, as well as the use of the sewing 
machine, knitting and crotcheting. The children are also taught laundry 
work, in which some are very proficient. They milk cows, make butter, 
care poultry, and work in the garden ; they are taught cooking, and all 
the duties of house-servants. 

Staff. — Miss KL. Thorpe, lady superintendent, assisted by Miss Gray- 
Jones as housekeeper, and by two school teachers. Miss Thorpe con- 
tinues to merit the entire confidence and approval of the Committee, aud 
I fully endorse their opinion. The admirable condition of the institution 
is mainly attributable to her influence and management. The enlarge- 
ment of the* school would, however, justify the appointment of an addi- 
tional officer. The Rev. W. Riddall, a.m'., hon. -secretary and John 
Coates, Esq., J.P., corresponding manager, are unremitting in their 
efforts to benefit the school. The recent extensive enlargement is mainly 
due to their exertions.

State of, premises— I found the buildings on my inspection to be well 
kept and in good order. The workshops are also well provided with 
suitable appliances, the land is carefully looked after and well managed.

Health and general condition. — The medical officer, Dr. Dempsey, 
reports that the health of the institution has been remarkably good dur- 
ing the past year j no deaths. At the time I visited the boys were in 
good health and the infirmary unoccupied. 

Conduct and discipline.— The manager reports — 

“ The conduct and discipline of the boys have been all that could be desired •, none ab- 
sconded, none sent to reformatory.” 

Educational state. — The usual branches of a primary education are 
taught. The manager states that he is well satisfied with the attention 
of the boys to religious and secular instruction, and with the proficiency 
which they have attained. The Rev. D. MUaslnn, Diocesan Inspector, 
reports that the children showed a thorough knowledge of prayers, 
catechism, doctrinal instruction, and Bible history. 

Industrial training.— Boot making and tailoring in all their branches 
are well taught in this school. The proficiency of the boys in these re- 
spective industries is satisfactory, and their persevering industry after 
discharge most encouraging. 

Staff, resident. — Mr. Collins, superintendent, three assistant teachers • 
Mrs. Collins, matron, and her assistant. 

Non-resident.— Rev. J. P. Greene (Adm. St. Malachy’s), eleven 
trades instructors, band master, and one teacher of vocal music.

Health and general condition. — One child died from whooping-cou<tii 
combined with bronchitis. The health of the other children was very 
good. They are well cared, cheery, and happy. 
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Conduct and discipline . — Most satisfactory. In no case lias there 
been any violation of the rules calling for notice. 

Educational state '. — The programme of the National Board is followed, 
but the school is not in connexion with that body. The Diocesan In- 
spector reports favourably of the religious teaching of the children. 
Vocal and instrumental music are taught) the girls sang the national 
anthem on my visit. 

Industrial training.— Dressmaking, braiding, crotchet, and embroidery, 
and various kinds of needle- work are well taught in this school At the 
Dublin Exhibition a first class certificate was awarded for church vest- 
ments, embroidery, and industrial work. The making of church vest- 
ments is a useful industry. Formerly they were chiefly imported from 
Paris. 

The girls wash and make up fine linen nicely, and are instructed in 
housework. The use of the sewing machine is well taught in this school, 
and the girls work for the public. 

Staff. — Rev. J. Hamill, corresponding manager. Two Sisters of 
Mercy superintend the school. They are assisted by 2 scholastic 
teachers, 3 workmistresses, a laundress, and a domestic servant. 

Total cost in 1883, <£2,901 7s. 3d., of which £460 was for building, 
making the average cost per head £19 13s.

State of premises . — A sum amounting to £520 8s. 8d. was expended 
in 1883 in finishing the new laundry, which is now in complete working 
order, and fitted up with all improved appliances. This school, erected 
in 1878, from the designs of Lanyon and Lynn of Belfast, stands on 
thirty-four acres of good land, fourteen of which are held in fee-simple, 
the rest in perpetuity at a small rent, and it has often been to me a sub- 
ject of regret that the advantages of this institution are not more exten- 
sively availed of. In a flax growing district, and for the culture of which 
the land of this school is particularly suitable, it would be of great im- 
portance if that industry were developed, and might thus eventually 
spread to the south and west of Ireland. 

Health and general condition . — Very satisfactory. The children are 
well cared and the picture of health, the sanitary arrangements are very 
perfect. No illness whatever occurred during the year. 

Conduct and discipline . — The gills are docile, obedient, and industri- 
ous.. Grave faults are quite unknown amongst them. 

Educational state . — This school is in connexion with the Commis- 
sioners of National Education, and the programme is carefully followed. 
The District Inspector of the Board, E. J. Wingfield, esq., reports 
favourably of the proficiency of the pupils. Drawing and vocal music 
on Hullah’s system are well taught. 
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Industrial training.— Cooking and household work are well taught. 
The girls learn the use of various kinds of sewing and knitting machines. 
They are also instructed in plain and fancy needlework, knitting, 
crotchet, embroidery, and crewel work. They learn laundry work, milk 
cows, make butter, rear calves, care pigs and poultry, besides assisting in 
the general work of the farm. 

Staff. — Mrs. O’Donovan and three sisters of Sfc. Louis manage this 
school. 

Total cost in 1883, £952 4s. 3c7. of which £520 8 s. 8 d. was for build- 
ing ; industrial profit, £69 7s. Id. ; cost per head, £18 15s. 5 d. 

Results. — The two girls discharged in 1883 are both doing well.

— Some of the girls caught fever, sup- 
posed to have been taken from extern3 who attended the National 
school, but all recovered. Two children who, when admitted, were in a 
lamentable state of health, the result of previous misery and starvation, 
died in the school during 1883. One had been placed on licence for 
change of air. The health of the other children in the school was good, 
but the site is not healthy. 

Conduct and discipline. — The manager reports that the conduct of tire 
inmates in 1883 was very satisfactory. The children are much devoted 
to the sisters, and tolerant of each other. No serious breach of discip- 
line was reported during the year. 

Educational state. — The programme of the Commissioners of National 
Education is carefully followed, and some of the children attend the 
National school on the premises. The school was organized by an 
efficient expert of the National Board, and the District Inspector, 
J. A. O’Connell, Esq,, m.a, reports : — 

“ Vocal music is well taught, and on my visit the children sang the National Anthem 
in the most creditable manner.” 

Industrial training. — The girls are instructed in plain and fancy 
needlework. They cut out and make their own clothing, and execute 
orders for the shops. They are taught to work the different kinds of 
lace and fancy knitting. The lace sent to the late Exhibition was much 
admired, and orders have since been received from America. The girls 
work in the laundry, and make up fine linen nicely. They milk cows, 
feed calves and pigs. They received instructions in cookery during the 
year from a certificated teacher from South Kensington. The children 
bake all the bread used in the establishment. 
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Staff. Mrs. C. M. Murphy, corresponding manager, and 14 religious 
Sisters of the Order of St. Clare, with 3 paid assistants, manage the 
school. 

Total cost of institution in 1883, £1,586 5s. 5 d. ; cost per head, 
£18 4s. 7 d. ; industrial profit, £32 10s. 8 d. 

Results . — All of the 41 girls discharged during the years 1880-81-82 
are doing well.

The discipline of the school is maintained by a judicious 
system of rewards, which has been found very successful. 

Industrial training. — Dressmaking, machine work, crotchet, and 
knitting are taught. The children upholster mattresses and cut out and 
make all the clothes they wear ; milk cows, make butter, care poultry 
and pigs ; wash and make up fine linen. They bake all the bread con- 
sumed in the establishment, and are taught confectionery. In August 
the children got lessons in cooking from a teacher trained in the School 
of Cookery, South Kensington. 

Educational state. — This school is in connexion with the Board of 
National Education, and was examined in July, 1883, by W. J. Browne 
Esq., District Inspector, who reports : — 

“ Proficiency of 1 st and 2nd classes fair ; of the others middling ; some- 
what improved since last examination.” 

Of 57 presented for examination 35 passed. Vocal music (Hullah’s 
system) is taught, and the girls sang the National Anthem on my visit. 

Staff. — Mrs. M. J. Perry, and nine Sisters of Mercy, assisted by a 
dressmaker, laundress, and six monitresses, manage the institution.

Board, and was examined by C. Smith, Esq., District Inspector, in 
November, 1883, who reports — 

“ The answering of the pupils in the different classes was very satisfactory, the major- 
ity of the children securing first passes in each of their different subjects.’’ 

Altogether I am very well pleased with the educational progress of the 
pupils of this school. 

Industrial Training. —Most satisfactory. I visited this institution 
with Mr. Woodall, M.P., one of the Royal Commissioners on Technical 
Instruction, and we were much pleased with the instruction given in 
dressmaking, shirtmaking, lacemakirig, embroidery, &c. Cooking is re- 
markably well taught. The girls are instructed in the use of the 
various sewing and knitting machines, and in the different branches of 
laundry work. A certificate for lace was awarded at the Cork 
exhibition. 

Staff. — Mrs. M. T. Murray, with a large staff of Sisters of Mercy, 
manage this establishment; they are assisted by three paid monitresses, 
a dressmaker, and a lacemaker. .

The children are nicely kept, tidy, and their general appearance shows 
the care which the good deaconesses bestow on them. 

The site also on which the school is built has many advantages for 
the training of the children, and tends much to the success of the 
establishment. 

Health and General Condition. — "With one exception, the health of 
the children in the school was very good in 1883, the exception 
was one death from consumption. T. Gelston Atkins, esq., m.d., most 
kindly gives his services gratuitously to the institution, and most 
zealously promotes the welfare of the children in every particular. He 
spares neither time nor trouble in their behalf. 

_ Conduct and Discipline. — A good moral tone prevails amongst the 
girls, who live in harmony together, as one happy family. They are 
most truthful, and anxious to please their superiors. They are bright, 
cheery, and happy. Their minds are carefully cultivated, and I was 
much pleased on my visit with their manner and demeanour, the 
result of their constant association with teachers of refined ideas and 
character. 

Educational State.- — The manager reports that an excellent English 
education is given to all. History, geography, grammar, and arith- 
metic are well taught. Girls of superior intelligence are likewise 
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taught French, Latin, drawing, instrumental music, and general lite- 
rature. Some are annually prepared for the Intermediate exami- 
nations, and passes with honour are always obtained. The Rev. W. F. 
Archdall, rector of the parish, gives religious instruction weekly in the 
school. The children form the greater part of the church choir on 
Sundays, and their part singing is much appreciated. 

Industrial Training. — The manager reports that the majority of the 
elder girls are becoming excellent dressmakers. They cut out and 
make all their own clothing, and show much taste in millinery. Plain 
work is well attended to, and a certificate of merit was awarded to this 
school at the late Cork Exhibition. The girls are proficient in fancy 
work, embroidery, and crewel work. They knit quilts and shawls and 
gloves. During 1883 a number of the children attended lectures cn 
cooking given by Miss Anstruther, a certificated teacher from South 
Kensington. 

The elder girls take their turn in the laundry, and make up fine linen 
nicely. They have charge of the silver, glass, and china used in the 
establishment ; they care the gardens and the greenhouse, and are 
instructed in the making of bread, preserves, and pickles. 

They milk cows, work in the dairy, and care poultry, of which a large 
number is kept. 

Some girls are instructed as mother helps, and to discharge the duties 
of the sick room, including the preparation of the various kinds of 
food suitable for invalids. 

Staff. — Miss E. M. Woodroffe, corresponding manager ; Miss E. L. 
Cheales, honorary secretary ; and six other officers, manage the school. 

Total cost in 1883, <£1,283 18s. lid., of which£32 17s. lid. were for 
building ; cost per head, £22 14s. lid. ; industrial profit, £92 18s. 7 d. 

Results , 1880-81-82. — Fifteen discharged, one since dead, the other 
fourteen doing well.

State of Premises. — No alterations or additions made in 1883* I 
found the buildings very clean and kept in a satisfactory condition when 
I visited. .... 

Health and General Condition.— Two boys in consumption, trans- 
ferred from the “Gibraltar” ship in the hope that the climate of the 
south might benefit them, died during the year. At first they rallied 
a little under the motherly care of Mrs. Coliison, the matron of the 
institution, and when I visited they were surrounded by every comfort 
that kindness could suggest. Mr. and Mrs. Hall were unremitting in 
their efforts to alleviate their sufferings. 

A slight epidemic of measles visited the institution early in the year, 
but it soon passed away. 

Conduit and Discipline. — Excellent. Any faults committed curing 
the year were of the most trivial and childish character.

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Educational State. — Rev. H. K. Moore, m.a., the Diocesan Inspector 
of schools, held two examinations during the year, and reports as 
follows : — 

“ Reading, spelling, and arithmetic good ; writing and geography very fair ; grammar 
fair. A very satisfactory inspection ; twenty-nine boys promoted.” 

Of forty-five hoys who competed in the examination in Holy 
Scripture and Church formularies, thirty -three gained prizes and 
certificates. 

Another of the boys from this school won a clerkship in H.M. Cus- 
toms early in the year, being the second within six months. 

There is a good band under the direction of Trumpet-Major Honcroft, 
and vocal music is taught by Mrs. E. Hall, a member of the Com- 
mittee. 

Industrial Training. — Tailoring, knitting, wood-chopping, farm, 
house, and laundry work, are taught. The boys till the farm of twenty- 
eight acres, and gain a good knowledge of agriculture thereby. 

Staff. — Mr. Alexander Collison, the superintendent, resides in the 
institution ; his wife, Mrs. Collison, is matron, and efficient. Mr. 
Kingston (late of Pocockc College, Kilkenny), school-teacher. There 
are likewise a sub-matron, a hoitse-steward and bailiff, a nurse, a cook, 
a laundress, and a tailor. The staff has given satisfaction to the 
managers during the year. 

Total cost in 1883, <£1,583 13s. 3d, making the cost per head 
£18 8s. 3 d. ; industrial profit, £170 5s. 7 d. 

Results , 1880-81-82. — Forty-three boys discharged, 39 of whom are 
doing well, 2 lost sight of, and 2 doubtful. 

'The manager reports that of 90 discharged from this school, the 
present conditions of all, with very few exceptions, are known to be 
satisfactory. 

Mr. E. Hall, the hon. secretary, and Mrs. Hall, devote much time 
to looking after the welfare of the boys, and the success of the insti- 
tution is mainly due to their efforts. The boys, after discharge from 
the school, frequently consult them in their difficulties.

State of j)remises. — £65 were expended on. improvements, including a 
covered play hall for the girls in which to exercise in all seasons. 

Health and general condition ^ — One little girl died from consumption, 
which was hereditary in her family. Two girls suffering from ophthalmia 
were for some time under the care of an oculist, . and are now much 
improved. The health of the other children was excellent, this the 
manager, in a measure, attributes, to the constant .use of the plunge 
bath which has many advantages. 

Conduct and discipline. — Veiy satisfactory .; no serious faults. The 
girls are obedient, tidy, industrious, and amenable to discipline. 
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Educational state. — This school is in connexion with the National 
Board of Education. The District Inspector, J. W. Dodgers, Esq., 
examined the pupils in September, 1883, and reports : — • 

“ The forty-five girls examined, with few exceptions, acquitted themselves creditablj', 
holding their own without difficulty against the pupils of the day school who were 
examined in the same classes. Special attention has been given to needlework and con- 
siderable progress has been made in vocal music, from which the children derive much 
enjoyment.’’ 

Those of superior intelligence are taught drawing and instrumental 
music. 

Industrial training. — The girls cut out and make all the clothes they 
wear. They also learn knitting, crochet, the use of the sewing machine, 
cooking, confectionery, laundry and dairy work, the rearing of calves, 
pigs, and poultry. 

Staff. — Nine Sisters of Mercy, including Mrs. Cheevers, corresponding 
manager, have charge of the institution, and are assisted by five paid 
officers, one of whom has charge of the dairy. A baker instructs the 
girls, and a caretaker is on the establishment. 

Total cost of the establishment in 1883, £1,080 12s. 6c?., of which £65 
were for building. Average cost of each inmate, £16 18s. 6c?. Indus- 
trial profit, £104 18s. 5d. 

Results , 1880-81-82. — Five discharged, 4 doing well, and one has 
since died.

State of premises. — £600 were laid out on improvements during the 
year. The play grounds were asphalted and partly covered. An hos- 
pital was built for the children on the convent grounds in a cheerful 
situation at sufficient distance from the Industrial School. 

Health and general condition. — A few children were attacked by 
scarlatina which was prevalent in the town, but owing to the precautions 
taken it did not spread, and those attacked quickly recovered. 

Conduct and discipline. — Excellent. The children are much attached 
to their teachers, and an admirable spirit prevails amongst them. 

Educational state. — This school is in connexion with the National 
Board of Education, and was examined by J. Browne, Esq., District 
Inspector, who reports : — 

“The progress and proficiency of the -classes are in every respect satisfactory.” 

Vocal music is taught, and some of the little boys show much talent 
for music. 

Industrial training. — The little boys work in the garden, they make 
mats of cocoa fibre, knit hearth rugs, make bath towels, use the sewing 
machine, and are commencing to learn basket making. 

Staff. — Mrs. M. P. Murphy and three Sisters of Mercy manage the 
school. They are assisted by a matron, laundress, and workmistress. 

Total cost in 1883, £1,308, of which £600 were for building. Cost 
per head, £20 4s. 7 d. Industrial profit, £20 18s. 10c?. 
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St, Finbar’s Industrial School for Homan Catholic Girls, 
Sunday’s Well, Cork.

This institution evokes the admiration of every visitor. 

This school was visited, 7/2/83, by the Royal Commissioners, who 
entered the following observations in the School Diary 

« We, members of the Royal Commission on Reformatories and Industrial Schools, 
visited these institutions this day, and are happy to have an opportunity of seeing so 
much good work conducted in so beautiful a spirit.

The Royal Commissioners on Technical Instruction likewise visited 
the school in June, 1883, and wrote underneath the above in the Visitors

Instruction, have great pleasure in adhering to the highly favourable opinion expressed 
by gentlemen more competent than themselves.

The school was also visited by the Royal Commission on Prisons, and 
they too expressed themselves highly pleased with all they had seen. 

Sir John Arnott, kindly presented the institution with six sewing 
machines -for the use of the inmates. 

Health and general condition. — Excellent. One girl had a slight attack 
of fever, but soon recovered. The children are bright, cheery, and happy, 
and show the care bestowed on them. 

Conduct and discipline.— H ^ ry satisfactory ; offences few and trifling. 
A good spirit prevails amongst the children, who are docile, industrious, 
and anxious to please the Sisters. The system of marks works well 
and causes great emulation. 

Educational state .— The usual branches of a primary education are 
given. Drawing, singing, and instrumental music are also taught 
by competent instructors. 

Industrial training. — Excellent. Plain and fancy needlework and knit- 
ting are well taught. The girls cut out and make all the dresses they wear, 
and are instructed in the use of the sewing machine. Book-binding is 
extensively carried out in this school. Laundry work, cooking, milking 
of cows, making of butter, feeding of pigs and poultry are well taught in 
this school. 

Staff. Mrs. Mary Devereux and eleven Sisters of the Good Shepherd 

manage the school. A singing mistress, a laundress, machinist, and book- 
binder are also employed. 

Total cost of the institution in 1883, £2,627 4s. 5 d., of which 
£215 4s. lOd. was for building, making the average cost £17 9s. Id. 
per head. Industrial profits, £122 8s. Id. 

Results . — Of 74 girls discharged in 1880-81-82, 68 are doing well, 
2 since dead, 2 doubtful, 1 convicted, and 1 re-committed to school. 
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Greenmount Industrial School for Roman Catholic Boys, Cork. 

Inspected 20th February and 21st August, 1883. 

Average number of children in school, . . ,166 

Slate of premises.— A sum of £79 8s. 0 cl. was expended on painting 
and repairs of the Institution during the year. I found it in good 
repair, clean and orderly when I visited. The grounds are well 
cultivated, and the crops excellent. 

Health and general condition. — One boy died from consumption. The 
health of the other children was all that could be desired. 

Conduct and discipline.— The conduct of the boys was very good, with 
the exception of three or four who absconded, one of whom was com- 
mitted to a Reformatory as an example. 

Educational state. — A good primary education is given. _ Some of the 
pupils distinguished themselves at the Intermediate Examinations held 
in June. The boys are instructed in vocal and instrumental music. . 

Industrial training. — Farming, gardening, baking, shoemaking, 
tailoring, carpentry, painting and glazing are taught. Two medals were 
awarded at the Cork Exhibition to this institution for bootmaking and 
for a carved altar. 

Statf.—Rev. P. Shine and eight Presentation Brothers manage the 
school. A chaplain, a bandmaster, a singing master, an assistant teacher, 
some trades instructors, and a farm bailiff are also on the staff. 

Total cost of the school in 1883, £3,239 10s. lid., making the average 
cost per head £19 10s. 4 d. Industrial profits, £457 18s. 8 d. 

Results.— Of 102 boys discharged in 1880-81-82, 1 has died, 94 are 
reported to be doing well, 1 has been convicted of larceny, and 6 lost 
sight of, most of whom have emigrated.

Board of Education, and J. Browne, Esq., the District Inspector, reports — 

“ General progress and proficiency of the several classes very fair, — more satisfactory 
than at any previous examination. Reading, writing, and arithmetic. fairly up to the 
requirements. Grammar and geography not so good. State of school in other respects 
satisfactory.” 

90-7 per cent, of Industrial pupils passed. Besults earned but not paid, 
£23 9 ScSd. 

The boys are taught music, and are instructed in the ringing of the 
five chime of bells in the steeple of the church, some have become very 
proficient in the art. Religious instruction is given to tlie children in 
Scripture, catechism, prayers, and hymns, from ten to eleven o’clock 
each day. 

Industrial Training. — Baking, tailoring, and bootmaking are. taught. 
The younger boys are employed at wood-chopping. The baking has 
been a great success, and is carried on by the boys without a paid 
instructor. The elder boys make all the clothes and boots worn in tho 
establishment. Other useful branches are also taught. 

Staff . — The Rev. G. Webster, d.d., the corresponding manager, 
unceasingly devotes himself to the management of this school, and also to 
promote every work of charity and benevolence in Cork. 

The other officers are, head master, assistant, lady superintendent, 
cook, laundress, two nurses, two charwomen, steward and sub-steward, 
and one matron. 

The total cost for 1883, £1,778 12s. 9d. } making average cost per 
head, £19 10s. 11 d. ; industrial profits, £443 2s. 8 d. 

Results . — Of 38 boys discharged in 1880-81-82, 31 are doing well, 5 
are doubtful, 1 convicted, and 1 unknown.

Only one case of serious 
illness occurred during the year. No death. The children are well 
cared, and the food of the best description. 

Conduct and Discipline . — General conduct satisfactory; moral tone 
good. The children are cheerful and anxious to please those placed over 
them ; altogether I am well satisfied with the management of the 
institution. 

Educational state . — Four hours daily are devoted to scholastic 
instruction. The school is managed in connexion with the Diocesan 
Board of Education, and their Inspector, the Rev. H. K. Moore, reports : — 

“Spelling weak in first and second classes; with this exception all did well in the 
main subjects. Reading, spelling, writing, arithmetic, grammar and geography fair. 
Dictation good. 

Rev. Cannon Evans and Rev. J. Ainley give religious instruction 
once a week. 

Vocal and instrumental music are taught, 
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Industrial training . — The girls, are taught needlework and the use of 
the. sewing, machine, knitting, crochet, upholstering of mattresses, &c. 
The elder girls make their own dresses and those of their younger 
companions. 

A certificate for plain needlework was gained at the late Exhibition 
in Cork. 

Laundry work is well taught in this school, and the gii-ls wash and 
make up fine linen for private families. 

The girls are instructed in cooking and in the duties of household 
servants, and many of those who have been discharged now fill good 
situations with satisfaction to their, employers. 

Staff .- — Miss Woodroffe, corresponding manager, and other members 
of the Church of Ireland Deaconesses’ Institution, Glanmire, manage 
the. school. There are likewise four paid officers. 

Total cost of the institution in 1883, £1,346 Is. Id., of which 
£62 4s. 5d. were for building, making the average cost per head 
£18 12s, Id. Industrial profits, £189 16s. 5d.

State of premises . — A sum amounting to £4,744 was expended on 
buildings during 1883. They include a solid block of workshops having 
a superficial area of 12,000 square feet, a play hall and nine class rooms, 
having an area of 1 6,400 feet ; also a series of closets and five ball-alleys. 
Since the commencement of the present year a new swimming bath has 
also been erected, 60 feet square, which contains a volume of 100,000 
gallons of water. The new workshops have enabled the manager to 
increase' the number of trades by the establishment of book-binding, 
printing, woven wire mattress weaving, and cabinet making. 

The Royal Commissioners on Reformatory and Industrial Schools, the 
Royal Commissioners on Technical Instruction, and also the members of 
the late Congress on Reformatory and Industrial Schools, besides strangers 
from all parts, of the world, have visited the institution, and there is a 
universal consensus of opinion that it is nowhere surpassed. 

Health and general condition .- — Although the great body of the 
inmates enjoyed excellent health during the year, a number of children 
when admitted suffering from tuberculosis succumbed to the disease in 
its various phases during the year. The deaths were eight from, 
phthisis, three from tubercular meningitis, one from epilepsy, and three 
from diarrhoea which affected several of . the boys. 

Conduct and discipline . — The conduct of the boys, as heretofore, was 
everything that could be desired during the year. They are entrusted 
with the sale and delivery of articles manufactured in the school, 
unaccompanied by an officer, and thus are formed to habits of honesty 
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and care in the management of business when they leave the institu- 
tion. The result has been that some men of business have in consequence 
selected the boys for places of trust outside. Payment by a scale of 
pecuniary rewards for work, in order to encourage industry, is used and 
is attended with the best results. Through it many boys have now 
money in the savings’ bank which will aid them in their future career. 

Educational State . — The manager reports the scholastic teaching is 
well attended to, and the results most satisfactory. The drawing classes 
in connexion with the “ Kensington School of Art,” have been eminently 
successful. Out of 160 sent forward in geometrical, scale, and freehand 
drawing, 150 obtained passes or prizes. In respect to their knowledge 
of Christian Doctrine, the ecclesiastical Examiners report very favour- 
ably. 

Reports of the local and official Examiners of the pupils afford 
similar evidence of satisfactory progress in secular knowledge, comprising, 
reading, writing, arithmetic, dictation, geography, grammar, bookkeep- 
ing, mensuration, commercial correspondence and phonography. 

Industrial training . — The following are the trades and industries 
taught in the institution, viz.,— Shoemaking, farm carpentry, house 
carpentry, tinplate working, engine fitting, cabinet making, painting, 
printing, bookbinding, harness making, tailoring, flour-milling, iron 
and wood turning, baking, smith work, wire working, weaving, 
upholstering, gardening, farming, butcher trade, hairdressing, hosiery, 
cap and shirt making, house servants, farm servants, plastering, concrete 
work and bricklaying, &c. Special attention is paid to the theory and 
practice of vocal and instrumental music with a view to securing a live- 
lihood for boys who wish to follow it as a profession. The music classes 
under their respective professors continue to sustain their prestige. 

The subjoined figuies will show the returns of some of the workshops. 
Shoemaking — new boots and shoes, 1,691 ; soled and heeled, 8,952 j 
repaired, ' 12,286. Tailoring — new articles, 3,393 ; repairs, 7,577. 
W eaving^-4, 934 yards of tweed and serge, besides a large quantity of 
blankets, ticken, towels and web. Hosiery department — 3,969 pairs of 
socks, shirts, 1,500 ; caps, 750 ; braces, 560 ; sundry other articles, 2,000. 
Tin smith — assorted teapots, 12,655; water and oil cans, lamps, &c., &c., 
6,937. Milling — over 1,400 barrels of wheat ground, producing for the 
bakery flour which gave a return of nearly half a million pounds of 
bread for the use of the institution, besides bran and pollard used in the 
feeding of the cattle. 

The farm contains 240 statute acres worked as follows — 50 under 
meadow, 50 under grain crops, 50 under potatoes and other green 
crops, 90 acres are under market gardening, pasturage, and pleasure 
ground. 

From 20 to 30 milch cows are kept, 30 to 50 are fed for beef. There 
are 40 pigs and 80 sheep on the farm, and 12 horses are kept. The farm 
is worked with the most approved machinery, including wheat, turnip, 
mangold, mowing and reaping machines, and Hornsby’s £100 prize 
reaper and binder is used. 

Staff . — The manager, Rev. J. A. Hoope, and a community of 18 
Christian Brothers, govern and conduct the education of the boys and 
carry on the business of the institution. They are aided by a number 
of paid assistants — comprising, 1 organist and singing master, 1 band- 
master and 1 assistant bandmaster, 1 drill master, 1 drawing master, 3 
assistant school teachers, 4 gangers, 1 night watchman, 1 travelling 
awent, 1 clerk of works, 1 office clerk and three assistants, 1 coachman, 
2 gate keepers, 30 trade instructors, chaplain and doctor. 
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The total expenditure in 1883 was £19,739 5s. id., of which 
£4,744 6s. id., was for building. Average cost per head, £21 4s. 2c?. 
Industrial profit, £2,078 7s. 8c?. 

Results . — Of 450 cases discharged- during 1880-81-82, 432 are doing 
well, 16 are since dead, 1 unaccounted for, and 1 recommitted to school. 

During the year 145 boys were placed out as follows : — 1 baker, 4 
cabinet-makers, 1 carpenter, 1 farm carpenter, 2 harness makers, 8 hair- 
dressers, 5 painters, 2 blacksmiths, 15 shoemakers, 11 tailors, 4 tin- 
smiths, 1 gas fitter, 1 engine-fitter, 1 ship smith, 4 weavers, 1 brass- 
founder, 1 victualler, 9 farm servants, 10 house servants, 3 assistant 
clerks, 5 shop assistants, 5 porters, 2 emigrated, 2 enlisted, 1 assistant 
band master, and 45 returned to friends,

This institution was visited on 30/1/83, by the Royal Commissioners, 
who entered the following observations in the School Diary : — 

“We, Commissioners of Inquiry into Reformatories and Industrial Schools, have visited 
this school, and have the greatest pleasure in recording the satisfaction with which we 
have seen the admirable work carried out here. Signed, Aberdare, Dalhousie, W. E. 
Hubbard, jun., David Colthurst, Norton, P. H. N. Glossop.” 

Health and general condition . — Two girls under order of detention in 
school died of consumption while on licence in 1883. They were very 
delicate when admitted, and their parents had died of the same disease. 
The health of all the other girls was excellent during the year. 

Conduct and discipline . — The girls continue, as heretofore, gentle, 
obedient, kind, and loving with each other and docile to the Sisters. 
They very seldom require punishment and then only for trifling faults. 

Educational state . — This school is managed in connexion with the 
National Board. The programme of the Board is carefully followed. 
The District Inspectors of the Board, Samuel and W. A. Brown, esqrs., 
examined the children in November, 1883, and report favourable of 
the efficiency and progress of the inmates of the school. 

Moral tone, order, and cleanliness good. Nearly all the children 
presented for examination passed. 

The manager states that if results fees were paid for the Industrial 
School children, it would be an immense advantage. The amount 
earned by each child would be placed in the savings bank for her benefit. 
This would be a great encouragement to study, and would cause much 
emulation amongst the children. The manager adds that she finds as 
a rule that those whose minds are most cultivated have more “self respect 
and consequently turn out better in after life.” 

"Vocal music is well taught under a highly qualified professor of 
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music. A singing class composed of tlie inmates forms the choir of the 
parochial church. Certificates are awarded to the pupils for proficiency- 
in drawing, and other extras in which the pupils excel. 

Industrial training.- — The various departments of this establishment 
are working steadily and satisfactorily — the result has been that some 
excellent servants have been sent out from it during the past year. All 
sorts of needlework are well taught. The elder children cut out and 
make all the clothing worn in the school and work for the public. Many 
are good machinists. They likewise do fancywork, fretwork, leather- 
work, embroidery, crochet, macrame, point ancl other laces. They work 
in tlie laundry, and make up fine linen for private families very nicely. 
They milk cows, make good butter, care poultry, and work in the garden. 
They learn cookery and the duties of domestic servants. 

Girls whose term have expired but whose training is not sufficient to 
enable them to fill good situations, are transferred to a House of Mercy in 
Baggot-street, until fitted for teachers or servants. 

Staff. — Mrs. A. Keenan and eight Sisters of Mercy manage the 
institution. There are likewise a singing master, four teachers, two 
servants, a dressmaker, laundress, and gardener. 

Total cost in 1883, £2,806 5s. 10$, making cost per head £20 3s. 9cZ. 
Industrial profit, £176 Os. 8c/. 

Results. — 1880-81-82. — Of 59 persons discharged, 3 have since died, 
55 are doing well, and 1 lost sight of. 



Golden Bridge Industrial School for Roman Catholic Girls, 
County Dublin. 

Inspected 2nd March, 1884. 

Average number of inmates during 1883, . . • .68 

Do. in excess .... 4 

State of premises. — During the year 1883, the limit of this Industrial 
School was extended from 50 to 90 inmates, and the children were re- 
moved to the larger premises formerly occupied as a Convict Refuge, 
originally built at a cost of £3,500. The buildings now used as a school 
comprise a steam laundry, workrooms, schoolroom, kitchen and dining- 
hall, all of which have been fitted up during the past year at an additional 
cost of £2,500. They contain large well ventilated dormitories, dressing- 
rooms, bath-rooms, and all are now in perfect order. 

Health and general condition. — Extremely good. No serious illness, 
no death. Many of the children when admitted were in a deplorable 
condition, the results of previous poverty and neglect, but they soon 
recovered and are now strong and healthy. 

Conduct and discipline. — The manager reports that the conduct of the 
children during the year was all that could be wished ; no punishments 
were necessary. The girls are very earnest and anxious to learn; indus- 
trious, and they promise to become useful members of society after they 
leave the institution. 

Educational state. — The programme of the National Board is followed 
and the children have made fair progress in the scholastic studies during 
the year. The Manager has introduced the Froebel system of Kinder- 
garten instruction into her schools ; it aims at the education of the senses 
in very young children, and will have most satisfactory results. 

Industrial training. — The girls work sewing and knitting machines, 
and are instructed in needlework. They make their own clothes, and 
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work for the shops. They are taught cooking ancl house work ; they 
wash in they laundry, are employed in the garden, and have charge of a 
large quantity of. poultry. 

Staff. — Mrs. M. Kir wan, assisted by four Sisters of Mercy, manage 
the institution. Eight paid officers instruct the girls in their different 
departments. 

Total cost in 1883, ,£4,624 6s. 11 d., of which <£3,000. was for building, 
making cost per head <£22 17s. 6cZ. Industrial profit, £246 10s. 11 d. 

Results, 1880-81-82. — Six discharged; all doing well. 

I cannot conclude this report without observing on the results which 
have been effected by Mrs. Kirwan, the manager of this school, during 
the last twenty-seven years, in which she has devoted her time and 
energies to, the reclamation of the worst class of criminals of her own sex, 
and in helping other grave offenders to repentance. When, in 1856, this 
Refuge at Golden Bridge was opened by Mrs. Kirwan, 7 80 female con- 
victs were in custody under sentence of penal servitude. They now 
number 84 between the Convict Depot, Mountjoy, and the Golden Bridge 
Refuge. 

During the period which has elapsed since the founding of the Refuge, 
1,209 female convicts, the majority of whom had previously been habitual 
criminals, passed through the institution, and only a small proportion 
have since relapsed into crime. 

Through the kindness of Earl Spencer, a more pleasing field for her 
labours has now been opened to this good lady. His Excellency has 
obtained an extension in the number of her Industrial School pupils from 
50 to 90. In this her Industrial School she proposes to educate her 
pupils specially with a view to make them fitting wives for artisans, 
giving each a dowry ; her object being to educate a class of sober, indus- 
trious, law-abiding citizens in the next generation. 



The Ivilmoiie Probationary Industrial Sciiool, Eairview, 
County Dublin. — Certified 24th June, 1881. 

Inspected 19th August-, &c. 1883. 

Average number in 1883, . . 4 , • B '48 

State of premises. — The building and grounds are kept in the most perfect 
state of cleanliness and order. The house opens on a large fruit garden 
which is cultivated by the boys. They cultivate the farm. Their work 
is well done and the institution is progressing most satisfactorily. 

Health and general condition. — The health of the boys has been very 
good during the year, no child was seriously ill in, 1883. No deaths. 
Constant employment in the open air, good food, the use of the large 
swimming bath and every application for health in the school have been 
attended with the best results. 

Conduct and discipline. — The boys have been very docile and attentive 
to all their duties during 1883, in fact they are exceptionally well con- 
ducted, honest, and truthful. An excellent spirit prevails amongst them ; 
every confidence is placed in the boys, which they do not abuse. They 
are much trusted but are well watched. Their great aspiration is to 
deserve to be transferred to the Artane School. 

Educational State— The programme of instruction is the same as in 
the Artane Industrial School, and the manager reports that the boys 
have made most satisfactory progress during the year, many who on 
admission hardly knew their letters are now able to read and write 
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fairly and tlieir answering in Christian doctrine was particularly com* 
mended by the Ecclesiastical Examiner. A fife and drum band has been 
established in the school and has attained a high degree of proficiency. 

Industrial training. — The boys are employed as much as possible in 
the open air, and special attention is paid to market gardening and the 
rearing of poultry. The crops which they have cultivated are the best 
proof of what can be done even by such young children under judicious 
direction. The boys are taught the use of various machines, and are 
engaged on fretwork, and the manufacturing of toys for sale, when indoors 
duiing bad weather. 

The manager reports that they have been remarkably earnest and ener- 
getic in applying themselves to their work. 

Staff. — Mr. P. A. Nolan, manager, and two Christian brothers, carry 
on the work of the institution. They are assisted by five paid officers, 
viz. — a bandmaster, a drill instructor, a gardener, a skilled labourer, and 
two assistant teachers. 

Total cost in 1883, £986 3s. 0 d., making cost per head £20 10s. IOcZ. 
Industrial profits, £126 6s. 0 d. 

Ten of the boys having conducted themselves creditably during the 
time of their probation were transferred b} r the Chief Secretary to the 
Artane School. 

Results, 1880-81-82. — One boy discharged, doing well. 



St. Mary's Industrial School for Homan Catholic Girls, 
Lakelands, Sandymount, County Dublin. 

Inspected 19 April, 1883. 

Average daily number of inmates under orders of detention 
in 1883, . . . . . . .70

State of premises. — The dormitories, lavatories, bath-rooms, infirmary, 
school-room and other apartments in the new building are now complete, 
a new recreation hall for winter and suitable play ground have also been 
provided. The buildings are well ventilated and in every respect suitably 
provided with proper appliances. In addition to £5,000 laid out in 
recent years, a further sum of £1,000 was expended during 1883 on the 
buildings of this school. 

Health and general condition. — Excellent, with one exception. One 
poor child died of consumption when on license. She had been extremely 
delicate from her admission to the school. 

Conduct and discipline. — Very satisfactory, in 1883. No serious fault 
was committed by any of the inmates during the year. The children 
were most orderly and industrious, an admirable spirit prevails amongst 
them. The system of good conduct marks works well and excites a 
spirit of emulation amongst the inmates of the school. 

Educational state. — The programme of the Board of National Education 
is carefully followed, and the manager reports that at the half yearly 
examination of the pupils the children answered very well. The style of 
reading of the more grown girls was most creditable, and I have no doubt 
that the scholastic teaching is satisfactory, more especially as the teacher 
ranks in the first division of the first class under the Board of National 
Education. The progress of the pupils is not tested by the official ex- 
amination of a public Examiner as I would desire. This could be 
easily done, as there is a national school for externs on the premises 
and it is to be regretted that the industrial school pupils are deprived of 
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the advantages of a system which has succeeded in so many other indus- 
trial schools. 

Industrial training. — V ery satisfactory. The inmates are well instructed 
in needlework. I found on my inspection several sewing machines and 
two knitting machines of a superior description busily employed in the 
new work-room of the establishment. The girls cut out and make their 
own dresses, and work for the shops. They milk cows, make butter, 
and care a large quantity of poultry. They are trained to be good 
laundresses and household servants. 

Staff. — Mrs. Eliza M. K. Barlow', with a staff of six Sisters of Charity 
manage the institution. They are assisted by two paid school teachers, 
a workmistress, and a laundress. 

Total cost of establishment in 1883, £2,522 9 s. Sd., of which £1,000 
was for buildings, making the average cost per head £21 85. 10 d ; 
industrial profits, £105 7s. Sd. 

Results . — During the years 1880-81-82, thirty-three girls were 
discharged, 32 of whom are doing well, and one is doubtful. 



Meath Industrial School for Protestant Boys, Carysfort-avenue. 

Inspected 28th January, and 7th September, 1883. 

Average number of inmates in 1883, . . . 99 

State of premises . — This school was, during the past year (1883), main- 
tained in a high state of efficiency, notwithstanding the many difficulties 
by which it is surrounded. The heavy debt which encumbers the school 
(amounting to £2,000) is a serious drawback on the management; 
yet the Committee have now, been compelled by a serious outbreak of 
epidemic disease in November, 1883, to erect, during the present year, 
an isolated infirmary on the grounds of the institution, to prevent a 
recurrence of the contagion which caused the mortality in the school 
during the past year. Had the facilities given to every other public, or 
charitable institution in Ireland, except an Industrial School, to borrow 
money, repayable by instalments, from the Board of Works, been extended 
to the Irish Industrial School, this institution would not now be so 
deeply involved in its present difficulties. A sum amounting to £91 15s. 
11c/. was paid to private parties in 1883 as interest on money borrowed, 
which would otherwise have gone towards repayment of the loan and 
interest. £250 were repaid during the year on foot of mortgage. 

Health and general condition . — During the month of November, 
scarlatina broke out in this school. The infection, there is every reason 
to believe, was introduced from outside, as all the sanitary arrange- 
ments in and about the school are in the most perfect order. . Twenty- 
two boys were sent to hospital, of whom 19 recovered' and 3 died. One 
other boy 'died in the beginning of the year from brain disease. The 
isolated hospital, which is now being erected^ it is estimated will cost£200. 

O11 my official inspections I found the children very healthy, and every 
care is taken of them. 

Conduct and discipline .— The conduct of the boys during the year was 
very satisfactory, and an excellent spirit prevails amongst them. It is 
highly creditable to the staff of this institution that almost all the boys 
who have had the advantage of being admitted and instructed in the 
institution, have succeeded in the respective callings, which they have 
adopted on discharge from the school, and are now self-supporting and 
industrious members of the community. During the past year no serious 
offence was committed by any boy. They are obedient and respectful 
to their officers, industrious, and appear cheery and happy. 
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Educational state Mr. Edward Taylor, Inspector of the Church 

Education Society, held his examination in J anuary, 1884. He reports : 

“After three day’s examination, I am happy to say that the fruits of good teaching are 
abundantly visible in the school. The answering in Holy Scripture and the Thirty-nine 
Articles, Church Catechism, and English Histoiy very satisfactory. W riting good, spelling 
generally correct. Composition far beyond that in ordinary schools. Grammar and 
geography excellent. Answers in arithmetic worked out with neatness and accuracy. 
Mental arithmetic well attended to, and resulted in very superior answering. The intelli- 
gence of the boys manifestly well cultivated, and discipline in the school admirable. ’ 

He comments on the continued improvements of the school in every 
department of religious and secular instruction. The Recorder of Dublin 
offered seventeen additional prizes for superior answering in different 
subjects. 

The educational results of this school are very satisfactory.. 

The boys are well instructed in music, and the brass band is in a highly 
efficient state and most creditable to the instructor. 

Industrial training .- — A carpenter’s shop has been fitted up, and much 
good work has been done by the boys during the year. The tailoring 
and shoemaking departments have also been well maintained. 

The boys have raised excellent crops on the land, they milk and care 
cows, and do various farm works. They upholster mattresses, knit and do 
housework. 

Staff. — The Hon. Judge Harrison is Treasurer j S. Gordon, esq., m.d., 
and Rev. E. F. Rambaut are Honorary Secretaries ; W . Tliornley Stoker, 
F.R.C.S.I., and J. E. Pollock, Esq., m.d., are the medical advisers. 

The Committee report that the conduct of Mr. and Mrs. "Vanston, the 
master and matron, as also that of the assistant teachers, have been most 
exemplary during the year. 

Total cost in 1883 <£1,715 9s. id., making the cost per head £17 3s. 11c?. 
Industrial profit, £186 3s. 9c?. 

Remits, 1880-81-82 — Of 37 boys discharged, 36 are stated to be 
doing well, and 1 doubtful. 

During the year 15 were discharged; of these 3 were, engaged as 
junior clerks by solicitors ; 3 apprenticed to coachmaking, 1 to plumbing, 
1 to hairdressing ; 2 emigrated, and one returned to friends ; 3 were en- 
gaged as domestic servants; and 1 in the Post-office.

State of premises . — No expense is spared in this institution in order 
to obtain the best results. A considerable sum was expended during 
the year on repairs, painting, refitting of dormitories and class-rooms. 
Additional out-houses have also been erected on the farm, which is well 
cultivated and kept in excellent order. 

This institution was visited 30/1/83, by the Royal Commissioners, 
who entered the following observations in the School Diary : — 

“ We need hardly say that we have received great pleasure and unmixed satisfaction, 
from all we have seen and heard during our visit to this most interesting institution.

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Health and general condition. — Most satisfactory. No serious illness, 
no death. Every possible care is taken of the children, an,cl those who 
are delicate receive extra nourishment, or whatever is considered advan- 
tageous for them. 

Conduct and discipline, — The conduct of the inmates is everything 
that could be desired. The elder girls aid the Sisters in looking after 
their younger companions. Some girls whose terms have expired have 
been retained in the school as paid monitresses. 

Educational state. — Most satisfactory. The children have made great 
progress during the year. A good primary education is given. Some 
girls of superior intelligence are being trained as teachers, and are taught 
■vocal and instrumental music, and the higher branches of education. 

Industrial training. — The industrial training in this school is of a 
superior class. Every description of needlework and machine work is 
taught. Wedding trousseaux are worked by the inmates and are sent 
out in the best style. Orders are constantly being received for the most 
costly kinds of work. The girls are instructed in' point lace, crewel, and 
embroidery, and first class certificates were awarded for their work at 
the Dublin and Cork Exhibitions. Kid gloves are also extensively 
made in this school, and are considered equal to those of French manu- 
facture. 

Girls who show artistic taste are taught painting and design, and 
during the past year they have executed quantities of Christmas cards, 
satin fans and other work for the shops. One girl of decided talent is 
now studying at the school of design in the Royal Dublin Society, and 
there is every reason to believe that she will become a high-class artist. 

A professed cook from South Kensington gives lectures on cooking and 
this has created quite a taste for cooking among the girls. 

Staff. — Mrs. Telford, with eight Sisters of Charity, and three secular 
teachers, a dressmaker, and laundress, manage the industrial school. 

Total cost of school in 1883, £3,208 5s. Id. ; cost per head, £20 Is. 7d- ; 
industrial profits, £345. 

Results. — 1880-81-82.- — Forty-seven girls were discharged; 46 doing 
well, and 1 lost sight of. 

No girl is discharged from this school until her training is completed. 
Should her period of detention have previously expired, she remains in 
the establishment as a voluntary inmate, at the cost of the manager. 

After discharge, the girls correspond with the Sisters, and Seek their 
advice in all matters of importance connected with their future. Some 
girls trained in the institution are now in' receipt of large salaries in 
different employments. 



ITeytesbury-street Industrial School for Protestant Girls, 
Dublin. 

Inspected 4th January and 18th April, 1883. 

Average number of children in the school in 1883, . 55 

State of premises. — In good repair, clean and orderly, but the same 
defects, notably the want of suitable play-ground still exist, and 
cannot be remedied so long as the school is on the present site. 

Health and general condition. — Satisfactory. The children are well 
cared, and appear in good health, very cheery and happy. The constant 
attendance and supervision of the ladies of the committee have been 
productive of the' best results. No outbreak of zymotic disease occurred 
in this well managed institution during the year. 

13 
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Conduct and discipline.— The manager reports very favourably of tie 
conduct of the girls during 1883. They are docile, amenable to discipline, 
and industrious. 

Educational State .— This school is in connection with the Uiurcii 
Education Society, and their inspector, Rev. J . M. Tristram, reports, 2nd 
November, 1883. — 

“Visited and examined in the Diocesan course for religious and secular knowledge. 

“ In every subject there is a marked and decided improvement, and as tar as ordinal) 
school subjects are concerned this is now one of the first on my list. Eng is 1 grammar 1 
the only subject in which more than an average proficiency is not shown. I he answering 
is very general, and from what I see the teaching is most thorough. I here were 
present, of whom 41, or 76 per cent., passed. The school sustains its character for intelli- 
gence, neatness and discipline.’’ 

Industrial training . — The gills cut out and make all their own clothing 
and Avorlc for the shops. They knit and are instructed in the use of the 
seAving machine. They cook and do all the laundry and domestic 
Avork of the institution. At the Annual Fete some handsome needle- 
Avork done by the girls Avas much admired. 

Staff . — Jacob P. Geoghegan, esq., Honorary Secretary, Mrs. Bali 
Lady Ferguson, Miss Reeves, and other ladies of the Committee, 
manage the institution. Miss Buckley, the superintendent, is assisted 
by a sub-matron, school mistress and Avorlc mistress. 

Total cost of institution in 1883, £1,233 8s. 5 d., making the average 
cost of each inmate £22 8s. 6d. ; Industrial profits, £229. 

Results . — Of 1G girls discharged during 1880-81-82, 13 are doing 
well, 1 has since died, 1 is an imbecile in Avorkliouse, and 1 lost sight of. 

From 1879 to 1883, 45 girls, Avhose full term had expired, Avere 
placed in situations ; of these 1 has since died, 1 is doubtful, and 3 turned 
out badly. All the rest are doing well. Of 22 placed on license one 
has since died ; all the others are giving satisfaction.

0d., Avas expended during the 
year on lavatory, playrooms and other improvements. 1 found the 
school on my visit in a very creditable condition of order and clean- 
liness. 

Health and general condition . — Three deaths occurred in 1883. Two 
from consumption and one from bronchitis. The health of the other 
children Avas very good during the year. 

Conduct and discipline . — The manager reports favourably oi the 
general conduct of the children, but t\vo were sent to Hyde Park 
Reformatory for insubordination and refusing to conform to the rules. 

Educational state . — This school is in connection Avith the National 
Board, and was examined in December, 1883, by John Barrett esq., the 
District Inspector who reports that the proficiency Avas on the whole 
tolerably fair A drill master attends tAvice a week, an arrangement of 
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which I highly approve. Yocal and instrumental music and drawing 
are carefully- taught. 

Industrial training . — Yery satisfactory. The girls have acquired 
considerable proficiency in various branches of needlework and the use 
of the sewing machine. Their embroidery on silk, vestments and various 
kinds of church work is admirably executed. The girls are taught cook- 
ing and the confectionary art. They also work in the laundry, dairy and 
farm yard. ' 

They "are employed in the fruit and vegetable garden’, and are very 
successful in the culture of bees, which is found very remunerative. 

Staff. — Mrs. Louisa Smith and seven Sisters of Mercy manage the 
institution ; they are assisted by a paid teacher, a dressmaker, and two 
gardeners. 

Total cost of school in 1883, £2,798 19s. 0 d., of which £336 10s. 0 d., 
was for building, making the average cost per head £22 3s. Qd . ; indus- 
trial profits, £158. 

Results, 1880-81-82. — Of 75 girls discharged all are doing well.

Health and general condition. — Yery satisfactory ; no serious illness of 
any kind : no death. The children are well cared, and look cheery and 
happy. 

(Conduct and discipline. — Excellent — faults few and trifling. An 
excellent spirit prevails amongst the inmates. 

Educational state. — This school is in connection with the National 
Board of Education, and was examined by E. Downing, Esq., the District 
Inspector, who reports : 

“ The general proficiency is satisfactory, the pupils have all the appearance of being 
well and carefully trained.” 

Industrial training. — Washing and making up fine linen, cooking, 
baking, dairy and farm work are taught. In the dairy the use of the 
creamometer and thermometer is taught and their advantages appreciated. 
In the needlework department dress and mantle-making are well taught 
as also millinery, and the use of the sewing machines. Four additional 
acres of land have lately been acquired, which facilitate the teaching 
of dairy and farm work. 

Staff. — Mrs. Amelia White and four Sisters of Mercy manage the 
school. A laundress is also engaged. 

The total cost in 1883, £1,073 12s. 2d., of which £100 were for build- 
ings, making cost per head £16 15s. 8 d. ; industrial profit, £118 4 s. 8 d. 

Results. — Of 25 girls discharged in 1880-81-82, 19 are doing well, 
and 6 have been lost sight of, these latter went out after a very short 
stay in the school. In no case has a bad report been received of any of 
the girls discharged during the last three years.

I cannot conclude this report without quoting an extract from the 
Quarterly Review of November 1883, by S. Laing, esq, h.p., in which 
he says — 

• “I -went over the school for girls, of the Sisters of Mercy at Oughterard, and a more 
interesting sight I never saw. There was some fifty of tlieselittle savages, as they might 
lie called, who had been caught wild and converted into clean, tidy, bright, intelligent 
"iris who are receiving an education practically better. I believe, than is given in nine- 
tenths of the fashionable boarding schools in English towns. They are taught not only 
the ordinary subjects of education, but the more important ones of order, tidiness, cheerful 
obedience, becoming mariners, and a practical acquaintance with all that constitutes 
woman’s work, arid which every woman, high or low, ought either to do, of at any rate to 
understand and bo able to do. The little things did their own • sweeping, bed-making, 
washing, sewing, cooking, and baking. A dairy and poultry house, were kept for their 
instruction, and foresight was even carried so far as to keep bees m the most improved 
beehives, in order to teach them how a cottager’s wife may make money out of honey. 

“ Nor are the accomplishments neglected. They are all taught to sing, and two litt.e 
things who had to stand up to reach the keys, played for me a duet on the piano, on airs 
from the Trovcilore. This is not for show only, as some of the cleverest girls, are trained 
for nursery governesses, and get excellent situations at once in America, or in England.

Conduct and discipline. — Most satisfactory. No serious fault com- 
mitted during the year.

Board of Education, and was examined by E. Downing, esq., District 
Inspector, but the school was not up to the standard in previous years. 

Industrial training. — Needlework in all its branches, the use of the 
sewing and knitting machine, baking and cooking are well taught. 
Orders from the shops in the town are being constantly received. A 
public laundry is attached to the school in which the children wash and 
make up fine linen nicely. 

Staff. — Mrs. Blake, with a staff of five Sisters of Mercy, manage the 
school ; they are assisted by a dressmaker, a laundress, and a lace-maker.

No serious illness y 
no death during the year. 

Conduct and discipline. — Conduct in general good in both schools 
No very serious faults committed in either. On my inspection I was 
pleased with the general appearance of children and the tone which 
prevailed in the establishment. Altogether the institution is working 
satisfactorily. 

Educational state. — This school is in connexion with the National 
Board of Education, and was inspected in January, 1884, by P. Macna- 
mara, esq., District Inspector, who reports — 

“I consider the proficiency of the several classes satisfactory up to fourth. The 
fourth and fifth read and write fairly and spell well, considering the short time devoted 
to the study of the programme daily (never reaching three hours), the pupils displayed 
very creditable proficiency. ” 

The managers are bound under Rule 7, to give at least three hours 
scholastic instruction daily, which should not be overlooked in future. 

Drawing, vocal and instrumental music are taught to those who evince 
a taste for these branches. 

Industrial training. — Cooking, baking, dairy work, needlework, and 
the uses of several .kinds of sewing and knitting machines, crewel and 
point lace are taught. In the laundry the girls, under the superintend- 
ence of a head laundress, wash for some families in the neighbourhood as 
well as for the institution. 

The young boys are taught fret work, machine work and gardening, 
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Staff. — Mrs. Lombard and a staff of four Sisters of Mercy manage this 
school. A matron has charge of the little boys, under the supervision 
of the Sisters, by whom they are instructed.

The farm has been very suc- 
cessfully worked, and the results therefrom are even more satisfactory 
than in 1882. 

Health and general condition . — Four children died during the year, 
two from consumption and two from scarlatina which was prevalent 
in the district. At the time of my visit there was no boy in hospital 
and the children appeared in good health. 

Educational State . — The manager reports favourably of the progress 
of the boys during the year. He states that of 6 presented for the 
Intermediate Examination, 5 passed, and the sixth took honours in 
geometry and arithmetic. 

Industrial training . — Very satisfactory, and the steam engine lately 
obtained has given a further impetus to the trades industries. During 
the year additional trades were introduced. Carpentry, tailoring, shoe- 
making, smith’s work and baking were successfully carried on during 
the year. The farm of 36 acres is well tilled, and altogether 1 am well 
satisfied with the technical and agricultural training in this institution. 

Staff. — Rev. Stephen A. Hayes and a staff of Christian Brothers 
manage the school, assisted by 7 other officers. 

Total cost of institution in 1883, £2,027 8s. 10c?., making the cost 
per head £20 5s. 5d. Industrial profits, £151 5s. 3d. 

Results , 1880-81-82. — Of 67 discharged, 2 have since died, 53 are 
doing well, 8 have been lost sight of, and 4 are doubtful.

Conduct and discipline . — Very satisfactory. No case of absconding 
during the year. 
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Educational state . — This school is in connexion with the National 
Board of Education and was examined in November, 1883, by W. 
Connelly, esq., District Inspector, wbo reports : — 

“ Reading, explanation especially, and the recitation.of poetry arc very satisfactory. 
Cop3 r and exercise books are good ; arithmetic and dictation are very fair. Grammar is 
deficient. The general tone of the school is good.” 

Instruction in Holy Scripture and Catechism is caiefully given in this 
school. Mrs. Colvin, the matron, instructs the boys in music on Tuesdays 
and Fridays. 

Industrial Training . — The industrial work for the few boys in this 
school is of course very limited, and consists principally of housework, 
the cultivation of the garden attached to the premises, and tailoring, in 
which fair progress lias been made. 

Staff . — The Rev. Raymond Orpen, the Rector of Tralee, is manager. 
Mr. Archbold Colvin, who is master, and his wife, matron, have charge of 
the school.

As a reward of good 
conduct, some of the girls were allowed to visit the Cork Exhibition 
during the year. 

Educational State . — This school is managed -in connexion with the 
National Board, and was examined in June, 1883, by W. Connelly, esq., 
District Inspector, who reports — 

“ The classes read without difficulty : writing is very fair. Arithmetic is deficient in 
third and fourth classes. Spelling very fair taking all the classes together. Grammar 
and geography both very fair ; needlework good.” 

Vocal and instrumental music and. other extras, including French and 
drawing, are well taught in the school The children sing well in 
harmony together. 

Industrial training . — Plain and fancy needlework, knitting, the manu- 
facturing of lace, crewel and crochet are taught. The girls cut out and 
make their own clothes. At the Dublin Exhibition a certificate of merit 
was awarded for embroidery and crewel work. The use of the sewino- 
machine is taught, and a new knitting machine of superior description 
was obtained during the year ; with it boys’ J erseys, mufflers, and other 
articles are made. 

Staff. — Mrs. O’Reardon and three Sisters of Mercy manage the school. 
They are assisted by a matron and three paid assistants. 
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Total cost in 1883, £1,279 13s. 0 d., making the cost per head 
£18 5s. id.) industrial profits, £28 10s. 8 d. 

Results , 1880-81-82. — Of 37 girls discharged, all are doing well. 
Those who reside near the school visit it often, and a regular correspon- 
dence is kept up with others living at a distance. 

The girls, when they write to the Sisters, feel that they are telling 
their joys and their sorrow to those who sympathise with them and who 
rejoice in their success in life.

Punishments are almost 
unknown in the school. The boys are happy and docile and a spirit of 
industry prevails. 

Educational state. — Reading, writing, arithmetic, grammar and 
geography are taught. The manager reports that the children are most 
diligent and anxious to improve. They evince great taste in vocal 
music. A very good band has been organized. 

Industrial training . — A carpenter, shoemaker, and two tailors are 
engaged in the institution, and, with the assistance of the boys, make 
and mend all the boots and clothes required in the school. Ten 
machines are in constant use and also a small Tunbridge loom for 
weaving mufflers. The younger children are employed in knitting, and 
at fret work. The more grown boys assist in the garden. 

Staff. — Mrs. Sarah Byrne and four Sisters of Charity manage the 
school, assisted by two paid school teachers, a matron and other officers. 

A trustworthy man sleeps in the dormitory with the more grown boys, 
takes them to walk and acts as drill-master.

“ We, members of the Royal Commission on Reformitories and Industrial Schools, 
visited this school, and have great pleasure in recording our approval of its management, 
and our admiration of the spirit in which it is conducted. 

“Signed, Aberdare, Dalhousie, David Colthurst, P. II. N. Glossop.’’ 

On a late visit I found that a turbine wheel is now being erected to 
convey water from the river through the demesne of the Marquis of 
Ormonde, to supply the laundry with soft water. 

Health and general condition. — The health of the inmates of the school 
during the year was excellent, but one child died of consumption while 
on licence. 

Conduct and discipline. — Very satisfactory. A good spirit exists 
amongst the inmates and serious faults are unknown. 

Educational state. — A good primary education is given in this school. 
Reading writing, arithmetic, geography, and grammar are carefully 
taught. The manager reports that the children show an anxiety to 
learn, and that they are pi’ogressing satisfactory. 

Industrial training. — This department iswell attended to. Thegirlsare 
taught the use of knitting and sewing machines, crochet, and lace work. 
On my visit I saw some beautiful specimens of gold embroidery executed 
by the girls, who also cut out and make all their own clothing. They 
are instructed in the duties of housemaids, cooks, laundi esses, and 
dairy maids. In the laundry the girls wash and make up fine linen 
for many families in the neighbourhood. 

The M archioness of Ormonde still continues to patronize and encourage 
the school. 

Stap. — Mrs. Hogan with a staff of eight Sisters of Charity manage 
the institution. Five laundresses, a workmistress, two well quali- 
fied dressmakers, and two machinists, under the superintendence of the 
Sisters, give instruction in the school. 

Total cost in 1883, £2,283 76-. 8 d. Cost per head, £22 7s. 8 d. ; 
industrial profits, £312 16s. Od.

— Four children under orders of detention 
died during the year ; one was on licence at the time of her death. One 
of these children had whooping-cough which developed into heart disease, 
the others died of consumption and scrofula in its different phases. 

Conduct and discipline . — The conduct of the greater part of the girls 
is satisfactory : two or three are thoughtless and troublesome, hut not 
actuated by malice. They are docile and obedient, but all require con- 
stant vigilance and supervision. They are industrious and hardworking. 

Educational state . — This school is in connexion with the National 
Board, and was examined in December, 1883, by A. Purser, esq., the 
District Inspector, who reports : “ General proficiency very creditable.” 
Altogether this school is working in a highly satisfactory manner. Of 
48 examined 40 were promoted. Three of the girls are paid monitresses in 
the National School and 5 others are teachers. Vocal and instrumental 
music are taught and the drawing in connexion with South Kensington 
bids fair to become profitable, by enabling the more advanced to make 
designs for lace and embroidery, in which they have recently received 
instruction from Mr. Alan Cole. 

Vocal music is well taught, and the girls sang the National Anthem 
and other airs in a most creditable manner when I visited. Instru- 
mental music is also taught to those who are being trained as teachers. 

Industrial training . — Highly satisfactory, and every year becoming 
more varied. Brussels and Honiton pillow lace, silk and crewel work 
and embroidery are taught. Several contracts for church work have been 
executed, as also gold crowns for the Prisons Board. 

A class has now been formed for Roman Mosaic work, and gradually 
high art industries are being developed here. Cooking is taught under 
instruction from a certificated teacher from South Kensington. Dairy, 
laundry and household work are also well taught, and no school in Ireland 
has a brighter prospect before it. 

Staff. — Mrs. M. A. Beclcet with eight Sisters of Mercy gratuitously 
manage the establishment. They are assisted by six paid officers (former 
inmates of the school). 

Total cost in 1883, £1,610 5s. 4 d. Cost per head, £18 14s. 6d. 
Industrial profit, £156 2s. 3d. 

Results , 1880-81-82. — Thirty-eight discharged, of whom 33 are doing 
well, 2 since dead, and 3 lost sight of.

State of premises . — £482 8s. 2d. were expended during the year on a 
wash-house and drying-stove, which, when completed will cost £800 ; but 
since the commencement of the present year the large building lately 
erected for the St. Joseph’s Reformatory has been certified as an Indus- 
trial school instead, and the inmates transferred thereto. The new 
buildings have been erected at a large cost, and are fitted up with every 
modern appliance for the training of the inmates. 

Health and general condition. — Excellent. No death or serious illness 
during the year. The children are well cared, and are very cheery and 
happy. 
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Conduct and discipline. — Most satisfactory. Faults few and trifling ; 
no serious punishments, were necessary during the year. 

Educational state. — The manager reports that reading, writing, arith- 
metic, grammar, geography, and dictation are taught. She states that 
the children show great desire to improve. Yocal music is also taught. 
Three hours daily are devoted to scholastic instruction. 

The children were examined in Christian Doctrine by the Bishop of 
the Diocese, Most Bev. Dr. Butler, who expressed himself much pleased 
with the answering. 

Industrial training. — Most satisfactory. Dressmaking, plain and 
fancy needlework, and the use of the sewing and knitting machines are 
taught. 

The girls embroider in gold, silver, and silk, and their work is much 
admired. A gold medal was awarded at the Cork Exhibition for Brussels 
and Limerick lace. 

The children cut out and make all the dresses they wear, knit stockings 
for their own use and for private families. 

They also make shirts for the different establishments in Limerick. 
They upholster beds, and bake all the bread consumed on the institution. 
They feed pigs, calves, and work in the dairy and laundry. The elder 
girls have charge of their younger companions, and thus become qualified 
as children’s maids. 

Any girl not well fitted for service at the end of her period of 
detention, remains in the school until qualified for some other employ- 
ment, and a suitable situation offers. 

Staff. — Mrs. M. A. Bartley and eight Sisters of the Good Shepherd 
manage this school. 

Total cost of the institution in 1883, £1,733 3 s. 0 d., of which 
£482 8s. 2d. were for buildings, making the average cost per head 
£21 18s. KM. Industrial profits, £45 4s. id. 

Ilesidts, 1880-81-82. — Of. 36 girls discharged all are doing well. 

Those who emigrated write frequently; one is an assistant matron in 
an hospital in Bray City, U.S. America ; another is an accountant in a 
store in Tiffi.ee City ; and one a lady’s companion.

Health, and general condition. — Six girls died of consumption. 
These children had been delicate from admission, and had inherited the 
decease, of which their parents had died. On the whole the health 
of the other children was good. 

Conduct and discipline.- — In general satisfactory. No grave fault was 
committed during the year. I was much pleased with the appearance 
and demeanour of the girls on my visit. 
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Educational state. — This school is in connexion with the National 
Board, and was examined in November, 1883, by J. J. O’Donoghue, 
esq., District Inspector, who reports that the proficiency of the pupils 
in essential branches is on the whole satisfactory. The result fees paid 
to externs amounted to <£54 2s. 0 d. Yocal and instrumental music 
besides other extras are well taught in this school and many girls have 
got situations as governesses in private families. 

A system of marks has been established and premiums are given every 
three months to girls whose conduct merits a reward. 

. Industrial training. — Needlework of every description, and the use 
of the sewing and knitting machines of various kinds are well taught 
in the school. The girls are instructed in dressmaking, plain and fancy 
work, crewel and embroidery. They cutout and make all the clothes 
they wear, and work for the shops and for private families. During the 
past year some very handsome specimens of the celebrated Limerick lace 
were executed by the gii’ls. 

A public laundry is attached to the school, and the work done therein 
gives great satisfaction. The girls have had the advantage of instructions 
in cooking from a certificated teacher from South Kensington. Dairy 
management, as also the care of pigs and poultry are taught. 

Staff. — Mrs. M'Namara, with twelve Sisters of Mercy, assisted by, 
paid teachers, including a well qualified workmistress and a laundress, 
manage the school. 

Total expenditure in 1883, <£2,871 4s. 10 d., making cost per head, 
£22 Is. 8 d. ; profit oli industrial department, £457 75. 1 Id. 

Results,' 1880-81-82. — Sixty-one discharged; 56 reported to be doing 
well ; 2 since dead ; 2 doubtful, and 1 lost sight of. 

Gii’ls trained in this school, are received into a House of Mercy in 
Limerick, where they remain until suitable employments offer.

Conduct and discipline. — The manager states that the boys, with few 
exceptions, are well conducted, but two were sent to a reformatory for 
absconding. He adds they are docile and industrious, and faults are few. 

Educational state. — The usual branches of a primary education 
are taught. The programme includes reading, writing, arithmetic, 
dictation, book-keeping, &c. The manager states that a class has been 
formed for training boys for clerkships and other occupations requiring 
a higher educational status. 

A brass band has been formed, and the boys are instructed in vocal 
music.

The manager reports that the health of 
the other children was excellent, there being no sickness amongst them 
during the year. 

Conduct and discipline . — The manager reports that the conduct of the 
children was very satisfactory in 1883. They are well cared and show 
the attention paid to their wants. 

Educational state . — This school is in connection with the National 
Board of Education and was examined in October, 1883, by H. A. 
Donovan, esq., the District Inspector, who reports : — 

“ Reading, ■writing, and needlework are well attended to; arithmetic, grammar, and 
geography badly taught; dictation, with the exception of the 5th class, very weak ; copies 
and oral spelling fair. Tables middling ; grammar, geography, and explanation ver}' 
weak. ” 

Children of superior intelligence placed in the select school attached 
to the convent, receive a superior education. They are taught English, 
French, plain and fancy needlework, drawing, painting, vocal and instru- 
mental music, &c., &c. 

The children sang the National Anthem to my satisfaction when I 
visited. 

Industrial training . — Same as last year. The girls do plain and fancy 
needlework, and are instructed in the use of the sewing-machine. They 
cut out and make all the clothing they wear, are taught dressmaking, 
and knit all the stockings used in the establishment. A laundry is 
attached to the school, in which the girls wash and make up fine linen 
for the public ; their work gives much satisfaction. The girls have 
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charge of the dairy, they milk the cows make butter, feed calves, care 
pigs and poultry ; they cook and do all the housework of the establish- 
ment. 

Staff.— Mrs. Fallon and 13 Sisters of Mercy manage the institution, 
assisted by 2 literary teachers, 3 laundresses, and 2 servants. 

Total cost of school in 1883, £2,678 Is. 10 d., of which £645 15s. Gd. 
was for building, making the average cost per head, £25 8s. Id. : indus- 
trial profits, £121 15s. U. 

Results, for 1880-81-82. — Thirty-six discharged ; 33 are reported to 
be doing well, 1 has since died, and 2 have been lost sight of. 

The manager reports that girls who have been discharged, correspond 
frequently with the sisters.

A 
liberal dietary is given and every care taken of the inmates. 

Conduct and discipline. — Excellent. The system of marks continues 
to work well, and to excite emulation among the inmates, and I was 
much pleased with the general demeanour and appearance of the boys on 
my visit. 

Educational state . — This school is in connexion with the National 
Board of Education, and was examined in September, 1883, by S. Adair, 
esq., District Inspector, who reports : — 

“ General proficiency good ; 4th class a little weak in arithmetic, but in other respects 
the answering was very creditable indeed. While the boys are carefulty taught handi- 
crafts and trades their literary education is also well attended to, os will appear from the 
marking paper accompanying this report.” 

Industrial training. — Knitting, darning, sewing, and machine work 
are taught. The boys help in the garden, and do house work. Fret- 
work continues to be worked with profit. It trains the fingers of the 
children to delicate manipulation for skilled industries. 

The boys as a rule being admitted at the age of 6 and 7 years, cannot 
make much profit in the industrial department. 

Staff . — The school is managed by Mrs. Frances Austin and a staff of 
seven Sisters belonging to a French order of Sisters of Charity.

Educational state. — This school is in connexion with the National 
Board of Education and was' examined in August, 1883, by S. Adair, 
the District Inspector, who reports : — 

“ General proficiency good; the programme is properly observed ; the school is progressing 
satisfactorily, and the children seem to bo very ’.veil cared for indeed.” 

At a. subsequent examination in January, 1884, he reports 
‘ 1 They passed a highly creditable examination in literary matters, all having passed with 
high marks.” 

Industrial training.— The girls are taught plain sewing and machine 
work ; knitting, patching, slipper-making, house-work, cooking, and 
washing. They feed pigs and poultry. Laundry and dairy work is also 
taught, and several of the children have during the year learned to milk 
cows and make butter. 

Staff. — Mrs. Vigne, with two Sisters of Mercy, and two paid officers 
managed the industrial school in 1883.

State of premises.— As usual in a very satisfactory state of order and 
cleanliness. In June, 1883, I visited the school, ill company with 
W. Woodall, esq., M.P., one of the Technical Commissioners,. and I annex 
a copy of his observations in the Visitors Book of the institution, and fully 



agree with his remarks. He states : — 

“I have had the privilege and pleasure of visiting a number of the Industrial Schools 
in different parts of Ireland, under the charge of Sisters of Mercy. The manner in which 
the children are cared for and trained in literary knowledge, as well as in industrial 
attainments, appears to me to leave nothing to be desired as far as the fortunate inmates 
are concerned. I take my leave of the Sisters, and of Ireland, with the earnest hope that 
similar instruction may ere long be placed within the reach of all the population.” 
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II ealth and general condition.— Four children died during the year two 
from consumption, one from worm fever, and one from congestion of the 
lungs. The latter was on licence at the time of her death. The health 
oi the the others was very good, and although infectious diseases were 
prevent in the town they did not spread amongst the children. 

Conduct and discipline. —Most satisfactory. The children are anxious 
to improve and to give satisfaction to those placed over them. 

Educational state. — This school is in connexion with the National 
Board of Education and was inspected in December, 1883, by A. J 
McElwaine, esq., District Inspector, who reports— “The proficency of 
tha pupils is very good. Their training, industrial and otherwise, is well 
attended to. ’ Every child examined passed into a higher stage. One 
was appointed paid monitress after passing a very creditable examination. 

Industrial training.— Needlework in its different branches and the 
use of the sewing machine are taught. The girls cut out and fit dresses 
and some make artificial flowers very nicely. The more grown girls caro 
their younger companions and have charge of their clothing, &c. The 
girls also work in the laundry and bakery. They milk cows, feed 
calves, make butter, and are taught to cook, in which branch they have 
had the advantage of lectures from a certificated teacher from South 
Kensington. 

Most satisfactorly accounts are received of those who have left the 
institution. . Some in America are earning good wages and intend 
sending for their sisters. One girl is now head confectioner in a shop in 
Castlebar. 

Staff.— Mrs. M. Paul Cullen and a large staff of Sisters of Mercy 
manage this school.

— No additional buildings were erected during the 
year as there is abundant accommodation for a greater number of inmates 
than that for which the school is certified. I found it in perfect order 
clean and we] 1 kept, when I visited. 

The new school of cookery, fitted up for the instruction of the children 
has worked well, and the teaching of this branch of industry has pro- 
duced very satisfactory results. Scientific butter-making is now also 
well taught in this school. 

Health and general condition:— One child' died from tubercular disease ■ 
but with this exception the health of the inmates was excellent. There 
is an isolated infirmary with every appliance for the treatment of the 
sick. TheRoyal Commissioners when visiting in January, 1883, expressed 
themselves much pleased with the appearance of the children, and the 
general condition of the establishment. The experience of this school

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shows that invalid children, when treated under a good and nutritious 
diet, with suitable curative requirements, including cod liver oil, port 
wine, eggs, and other medical requirements, gradually gain strength, ana 
become quite healthy. Abundant sweet milk, as taken from the cow, 
is given to all such children. 

Conduct and discipline .— V ery satisfactory. An excellent spirit pre- 
vails in the school 3 faults few and trifling. The Sisters mix with the 
children in their recreations and thus gain great influence over them. 

Educational state .— This school is in connexion with the National 
Board of Education and was inspected in June, 1883, by M. Sullivan, 
esq., District Inspector, who reports — 

“ The ordinary school programme is observed. The industrial pupils are taught with the 
pupils from the town. No distinction is made whatever. As stated in the repoi ton the ordi 
nary school, the general proficiency is very good. The ‘ Industrials ' are quite as we 
as the ordinary pupils. Of 28 ‘ Industrials’ presented, 27 passed. It is I think a marked 
advantage to the 1 Industrials ’ to be taught with the other pupils.’ 

Singing is taught to all ; drawing and instrumental music to those who 
are being qualified for teachers. 

Industrial training — Needlework in all its branches, machine-work 
and dressmaking are taught in this school. The girls bake all the bread 
used in the establishment, and learn household duties. There is also a 
well appointed laundry attached to the institution. Practical cookery is 
well taught and the girls show much aptitude in performing the diflerent 
culinary operations in the class. . 

One of the girls who was apprenticed to a dressmaker is now 
employed as teacher in the school at a salary. A young lady belonging 
to the establishment went as a pupil to the Glasnevin Model fechool for 
instruction in dairy management, where she acquitted herself with great 
credit, and had the honour of receiving the three principal prizes for 
the theory and practice of butter-making, from the hands of Her 
Excellency Lady Spencer. . . a . y 

Staff. Mrs. M. Finnigan and seven Sister of the Order of bt. .Louis 

manage the institution. They are assisted by paid teachers. 

Total cost of school in 1883, £1,531 14s. 10 d., makmg the cost per 
head of the inmates £20 13s. lid. Industrial profits, £144 10s. 

Residts, 1880-81-82.— Thirty-nine discharged 3 37 are known to be 
doing well, 1 since dead, and 1 unknown.

Conduct and discipline. — The manager reports that the children are 
as a rule very obedient, docile, and anxious to please their superiors, 
r aults lew and trilling ; punishments almost unknown in the school. 

Educational state. — This school is in connexion with the National 
Board of Education, and was examined in September, 1883, by W. A. 
Biowne, esq., District Inspector, who reports that the “general proficiency 
was satisfactory, lower classes very good, writing good. Class IV. weak 
in spelling and grammar.” Most of the children presented for examina- 
tion were promoted to higher classes. 

Vocal and instrumental music are well taught, and some intended for 
governesses are also instructed in drawing, painting, illuminating, French 
and physical geography. 

Industrial training. — The girls cut out and make all their own clothing 
and do plain and fancy needlework, embroidery, lace work, tatting 
crochet, and knitting.

The scholastic teaching of the 
children will not he satisfactory until the connexion is made. 

Industrial training . — As this school was so recently certified for girls 
the technical instruction is also as yet not advanced.

Health and general condition. — Three deaths occurred during the year, 
one from typhoid fever, one from heart disease, and one from consumption! 
The term of detention of the girl who died of the latter disease had 
expired previously to her death. The manager states that the unusual 
number of deaths in 1883 were mainly attributable to constitutional 
ailments which neither care nor medical treatment were able to remedy.

State of premises . — I found the premises in good repair, neat, orderly, 
and well kept. No new buildings were erected during the year, but the 
grounds were much improved. 

Health and general condition.— Excellent. No serious illness; no 
death. 

Conduct and discipline . — The conduct of the children is reported to 
have been everything that could be desired. The marks system is found 
to work well and excites emulation amongst the children. 

Educational state . — This school is hi connexion with the Rational 
Board, and was examined in June, 1883, by F. Eardley, esq., District 
Inspector, who reports that the general proficiency of the pupils is pretty 
good, except in geography. Writing good. lie adds — 

« The proficiency indicates careful work on the part of the conductors, not confined to the 
literary instruction, but is apparent in the demeanour and healthy appearance of the 
children.” 

The amount of results fees awarded to externs was £68 19s. and 
the amount earned by the industrial pupils, but not paid, was £19 2s. 

Industrial training. — The various branches of needlework, the use 
of the sewing machine, lace work and crochet are taught. The girls make 
their own dresses. They bake all the bread used in the establishment, 
milk cows, feed pigs and poultry, and are taught laundry and general 
household work. 

Staff. — Mrs. Mary Walsh with four Sisters of Mercy, assisted by three 
paid officers, manage the institution. 

Total cost in 1883, £1,187 7s. 3d., making cost per head, £17 4s. 2d, 
Industrial profits, £159 12s. 10 d. 

Results, 1880-81-82. — Twenty-six discharged ; all doing well,

State of premises . — During 1883, a sum of £26 12s. 4 d. was expended 
on the buildings, which are all in excellent order, clean and well kept. 

Health and general condition . — Most satisfactory. No serious illness ; 
no death. Some of the children who were very delicate on admission 
have now become strong, under a generous and wholesome dietary. 
Eggs, cod liver oil, quinine, and other medicaments are given to those 
who need them, 
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Conduct and discipline.— Excellent : faults few and .trifling. The 
elder girls have charge of the younger inmates and a family spirit prevails 
throughout the institution. 

Educational state. — This school is in connexion with the National 
Board, and was examined in June, 1883, by C. W. Dugan, esq., District 
Inspector, who reports : — “ Reading, writing and arithmetic good, geo- 
graphy rather weak : all the other sub-heads tolerable.” Amount of 
result fees earned but not paid, £31 11s. 

All are taught vocal music, and those intended for teachers are also 
instructed in drawing and instrumental music. 

Industrial training. — Very creditable. The girls g® through a regular 
course of domestic duties. They stain and polish floors, bake bread, and 
in the laundry they make up fine linen for the public. Needlework in 
all its branches is well taught, as also the use of sewing and knitting 
machines. The girls cut out and make all their own dresses, ladies’ 
underclothing, gentlemen’s vests, shirts and gloves. Some beautiful 
specimens of Irish point guipure macreme and other laces have been 
executed by the girls, who are also proficient in crewel, tatting and 
crochet. They embroider on silk and leather, and their ribbon embroi- 
dery is much admired. They are taught millinery and artificial flower 
making. They work in Berlin wool and knit shawls, caps, and ties of 
the.fiewest pattern. They upholster beds, chairs, &c. They milk cows, 
make butter, care pigs and poultry, and work on the farm. Cooking 
and confectionery are well taught in this school. 

Staff. — Mrs. M. J. Carroll and four Presentation Sisters, with seven 
paid officers, manage this school. 

Total cost of the institution in 1883, £1,995 175., of which £26 1 2s. Ad. 
were for building ; making cost per head £18 4s. 8 d. Industrial profit, 
£104 17s. 1 

Results, 1880—81—82. — Of 51 discharged, 1 since died, and the re- 
maining 50 are doing well.

“ The proficiency of these children (Industrial) is on a par with that of the ordinary 
school, and reflects the highest credit on their instructors.”

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Industrial training.— Plain and fancy needlework as well as the use of 
the sewing machine are taught, and the girls work for the shops. They 
make shirts and dresses to order.

— Three deaths during the year — one 
from consumption, another from bronchitis, and the third from 
hemorrhage. Some of the younger children had measles. With these 
exceptions the health of the inmates in 1883 was excellent; 

Conduct and discipline. — -Very satisfactory; no serious faults com- 
mitted during the year. The children are obedient- and anxious to please 
those placed over them. 

Educational state. — This school is under the National Board, and was 
examined in September, 1883, by W. Nicholls, esq., District Inspector, 
who reports that the general proficiency was good, and the sub-heads of 
programme satisfactorily attended to. 

In no school in the district are the ordinary subjects of primary 
education taught with greater success. 

All the industrial school children presented for examination passed, 
and 97-3 of the exteras. 

French, drawing, and instrumental music are taught to those intended 
for teachers, and four of the senior monitresses passed the examination 
for teachers and are now in charge of schools of their own. One of these 
scored the highest per-centage in arithmetic. 

Industrial training. — Very satisfactory. The girls are taught needle- 
work in all its branches. They make all their own dresses, jackets, &c., 
and are proficient in the use of the sewing machine. Some Church 
vestments beautifully embroidered in gold and silver have been executed 
by the . girls. Their laundry work continues to give the greatest 
satisfaction to the public. The girls are instructed in dairy management, 
in the rearing of calves, pigs, and poultry. They bake all the bread 
consumed in the establishment and are taught cooking and confectionery. 
The manager reports that there is no difficulty in providing situations 
for the girls as there are more applications than can be attended to. 

Staff.— Mrs. Atkinson, 1G Sisters of Mercy, a laundress, and school 
teacher,. form the staff of this. establishment.

Health and general condition. — One child, suffering from scrofulous 
affection of the knee, was sent to Jervis-street Hospital where the joint 
was removed, and there is every reason to hope that he will have a 
straight leg although shortened. Eleven boys had measles, but they all 
recovered ; no other serious illness during the year. 

Conduct and discipline. — Very satisfactory. The boys take the 
liveliest interest in their work. 

Educational state. — The programme of tne National Board is followed, 
and the pupils were examined in June, 1883, by W. W. Weir, esq. b.a. 
District Inspector, who reports : — 

“ General answering satisfactory, and evinced very careful instruction during the year. 
Arithmetic however requires more attention in the higher classes, also writing from 
dictation, and in those classes also a more fluent style of writing might be cultivated with 
advantage.” 

Music is taught to those who show a taste for it. 

Industrial training. — The boys work the sewing-machine and are em- 
ployed on the farm and in the garden and bakehouse. One boy on 
licence was apprenticed to a baker and his knowledge of his trade and 
liis good conduct have been such that his employer has promised to 
make him foreman at the end of his term. 

Staff. — Mrs. Devereux and three Sisters of Mercy manage the school, 
assisted by a matron, servant, and laundress. 

Total cost in 1883, £1,159 17s. 4 d., of which £47 Os. Id. was 
for buildings, making the cost per head £20 19s. lid; industrial profits, 
£44 11s. 9 d. 

Results , 1880-81-82. — Four discharged, all doing well. 



St. Dominick’s Industrial School for Roman Catholic Girls,

State of premises. — This school is a model of neatness and order, and 
is greatly admired. The corridors and stairs have been wainscotted 
and other improvements made during the year. 

Health and general condition. — Three deaths during the year— two from 
consumption and one from fever. All the other children enjoyed 
excellent health. Every possible attention is paid to their wants. 

Conduct and discipline. — Excellent. The children are docile, obedient, 
and anxious to learn, and an admirable spirit prevails amongst them. 
No serious fault was committed during the year, and even trifling faults 
are rare. 
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Educational state . — The manager reports very favourably of the pro- 
gress of the girls during 1885 in reading, writing, dictation, arith- 
metic, grammar, and geography. Some girls of superior intellectual 
capacity receive a more extended course, including instrumental music. 
The girls sang the National Anthem in a creditable manner on the occa- 
sion of my visit. 

Industrial training . — Very satisfactory. Each girl is instructed in 
whatever branch of industry she is best fitted to gain a livelihood 
in her future life. Needlework of all kinds is most carefully taught 
as also the use of the different sewing machines. The children 
cut out and make all their clothes, and do knitting, crochet, and 
embroidery. The Church vestments in gold and silk embroidery which 
I saw on my inspection were specimens of very high art, and greatly 
admired. I do not know any institution in the kingdom in which that 
species of work is brought to greater perfection and it should be 
encouraged. The girls make all the bread used iu the establishment, 
and do all the housework. They also manufacture soap, and work in the 
laundry, dairy, and garden, and have care of a large greenhouse. They 
milk cows, feed pigs, and care a great number of poultry. In cooking, 
the girls have had the advantage of lectures from a certificated teacher 
from South Kensington, and the confectionery made in the school is 
excellent. 

Staff . — The school is managed by Mrs. Elizabeth Crilly, with a staff 
of Sisters of the Good Shepherd, and paid assistants. 

Total cost of the institution in 1883, .£2,595 12s. lid., making cost 
per head £19 7s. 5 d. Industrial profits, £167 7s. 10 d. 

Results, 1880-81-82. — Of 68 discharged, 66 are reported to be doing 
well and 2 since dead. 

Gills who have emigrated to places at a distance correspond frequently 
with the managers, and consult them when necessary. When a girl 
leaves her situation she is carefully looked after until another can be 
obtained for her. The results of the training in this school are very satis- 
factory.

— This school is under the National Board, and was 
examined in November, 1883, by E. P. Dewar, esq., District Inspector, 
who reports that the programme is observed, and that the proficiency of 
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the junior classes is good, and of the senior classes fair. Kesults fees 
awarded to externs .£37 4s. ; amount earned by Industrial pupils, but 
not paid, ,£15 9s. Gd. 

Singing (H/ullah’s system is taught to all), and instrumental music, 
drawing, and other extras to those who show a taste and capability. 

Industrial training . — The girls cut out and make their own clothes. 
They are taught the use of the sewing machine, knitting, crochet, and 
lace work. They also cook, bake bread, milk cows, make butter, and 
work in the laundry. 

Staff. — Mrs. Bourke, five Sisters of Mercy, and a paid assistant manage 
the school. ° 

Cost of school in 1883, £1,016 5s., making the average cost of 
each inmate £19 3s. Gd. Industrial profits, £19 6s. Gd. 

Results , 1880-81-82. — Twenty-four discharged ; 23 known to be doing 
well, and 1 doubtful.

— Three deaths, two from mesenteric 
disease and one from consumption. Some of the children suffered from 
gastric attacks, but their general health was very good during the year. 

Conduct and discipline. — Excellent. The girls are bright, happy and 
industrious. 

Educational state . — The manager reports that good progress in 
scholastic instruction has been made during 1883, but I regret that 
the school has not been placed under the National Board, although I 
have frequently urged the manager to do so, and there is every facility 
for the purpose. 

Industrial training.— Ver; y satisfactory. The girls are instructed in 
cooking, laundry work, soapmaking, housework, and needlework of 
every description. Dressmaking is well taught, as also shirtmaking, 
lace making, crochet, crewel, and other kinds of fancy work. Many 
orders for lace have been received during the year. 

_ Various sewing and knitting machines are in use in the school. The 
girls make confectionery, preserves, and bake all the bread used in the 
establishment. They milk cows, make butter, care pigs, calves, poultry, 
and work on the farm and in the garden. They upholster mattresses, 
polish floors, and work for the shops and private families. 

In cooking, the gii’ls have had the advantage of instruction by a 
teacher from South Kensington. 
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Staff. — Mrs. Devereux and five Sisters of tire order of the Good 
Shepherd manage the school. They are assisted hy a secular teacher, 
two dressmakers, and two laundresses. 

Total cost of institution in 1883, £1,575 15s. Oc?., making cost per 
head £21 5s. 10 d. ; industrial profits £105 13s. 7 d. 

Results, 1880-81-82. — Twenty-seven discharged, all of whom are 
doing well. 

Former inmates at a distance correspond regularly with the Sisters, 
to whom they apply for advice and encouragement in their difficulties. 



St. Michael’s Industrial School for Roman Catholic Girls, 
Wexford.

State of premises. — Excellent. The school is very perfect in all its 
details. The farm yard has been enclosed by a wall. 

Health and general condition . — Very satisfactory in 1883, with the 
exception of two girls who suffered from lung diseases, but who have 
since recovered. 

Conduct and discipline — Everything that could be desired. The 
children are amenable to discipline and anxious to improve. 

Educational state . — This school is under'the National Board, and was 
examined by P. P. Macaulay esq., District Inspector, who reports that 
the general proficiency was satisfactory. The results fees earned but 
not paid amounted to £19 19s. 6c/. Some girls of superior intelligence 
are being educated as nursery governesses, clerks, and accountants. 
Music is well taught, besides drawing and other extras. 

Industrial training. — Y ery creditable. Competent judges consider the 
dairy to be one of the best in any school in Ireland. The girls are well 
instructed in dressmaking and machine work, as well as in ornamental 
needlework, knitting and macreme work. 

Laundry, cooking, baking, and farm yard management are very success- 
fully taught. The manager states that over 250 applications have been 
received by her for servants. 

Staff. — Mrs. M. A. Maguire with a staff of five Sisters of Mercy 
manage the school, with the assistance of four paid officers. 

Total cost of the institution in 1883 was £2,462 19s, 6c?., of which 
£18 4s. 2c/. were for building, making the cost per head £19 17s. 6c/. ; 
industrial profit, £160 13 s. 5 c?. 

Results . — Of 57 discharged in 1880-81-82, 54 are doing well, 1 since 
dead, and 2 unknown. Some of the former inmates of the school now 
hold good situations in England and elswhere. 

A House of Mercy is attached to the school, in which girls tempo- 
rarily out of situation are received until suitable employment presents 
itself.

A telephone which connects the different branches of the establish- 
ment has been put up and is found most useful. 

During the year 1883 this institution sustained a serious loss by the 
death of Diehard Devereux, esq., who devoted much time and money in 
assisting the Sisters in their labours. He subscribed XI, 000 towards the 
founding of the school, and continued till his death to aid it in every 
way, and contributed much to its successful development. 



County of Wicklow. 

The Meath Industrial School for Protestant Girls, 
Oldcourt, Bray. 

Inspected 27th July, 1883. 

Average number of inmates under orders of detention in 1883, 45 

Under six years of age, 1 

Voluntary inmate, . . . . . * .1 

State of premises. — I was much pleased when I made my inspection 
of this school. The buildings were all very clean, tidy, and well-kept 
and I feel satisfied that when the proposed new institution is erected, 
it will be very creditably managed. The success of the new boys’ 
school (the Meath School at Carysfort avenue) is the best evidence that 
when the female children have a well-appointed institution, with suitable 
appliances, such as exists there, the results will be equally successful 
in the girls’ school also. Then the two institutions founded by the Earl 
of Meath, will emulate each other in the training of their inmates in 
technical industries, and both will educate skilled workers, who can 
obtain remunerative wages in their future employments,— the girls in 
the dairy, the laundry, and as cooks. Already many boys belonging to 
the Blackrock Meath School are in good situations. 

The Committee in their report state that they have been able by great 
care to invest a sum of money as the nucleus of a building fund, and 
they earnestly appeal to the public for help by liberal donations, and 
thus enable them to erect a new house, with every provision for the 
training of the girls, so as to carry on their work in a far more efficient 
way than is possible in the unsuitable buildings which for want of funds 
they are obliged at present to occupy. 

Health and general condition. — Scarlatina broke out in April, 1883, 
and 13 girls were sent to the Loughlinstown Hospital. Though some 
of these cases were of a serious nature, all recovered. Owing to the 
prompt and watchful attendance of Dr. Darby, the infection did not 
spread further in the school. One delicate little gild was sent to the 
children’s ward in the Adelaide Hospital, and has since returned much 
better though not strong. With these exceptions the health of the 
children has been good. 

Conduct and discipline. — The demeanour of the children and their 
general appearance on the occasion of my visit, show that they are well 
cared and trained. The matron speaks favourably of their conduct, and 
I am well satisfied with the management of the institution during the 
year. 

Educational state. — I annex report of the Diocesan Inspector, the 
Dev. J. W. Tristram, which shows the educational progress of the 
children during the year : — 

“Visited and examined in religious and secular knowledge. I can speak in terms of 
unmixed praise of the school. I have never examined children more carefully or efficiently 
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taught. The writing, arithmetic, geography, dictation and spelling could not be better. 
Holy Scripture and Church formularies were good. English grammar not quite so good. 
There were 36 girls present, all of whom passed. This is almost unprecedented, and of 
itself testifies to the care bestowed on their preparation. The writing and dictation were, 
without exception, the best I have ever seen. The appearance and intelligence of the 
girls were most satisfactory, and the matron, with all concerned, deserve the greatest credit. 
I cannot speak too highly of the manner in which Miss Leakes and her sister have done 
their work." 

I examined the children on my inspection and was much pleased with 
their answering. I fully endorse the observations of the Rev. Mr. 
Tristram, as to the efficiency of Miss Leakes, and her sister, who 
now have charge of the educational department of this school. Miss 
Leakes is a first class teacher trained in the Model School at Lie wry 
and her sister is also a teacher trained under the National Board. 

Industrial training . — Plain needlework, knitting, and darning are 
taught in the school. The use of the sewing machine is also taught. 
The girls wash and make up linen, but the laundry appliances are 
very defective : they cook and do housework. 

Staff . — The members of the committee are constant in their attendance, 
and devote much time to the management of the institution. The Earl 
and Countess of Meath, Lord and Lady Brabazon, Lady Kathleen 
Brabazon, Lady C. Howard, Mrs. Wentworth Erck, Mr. and Mrs. Grif- 
fin, Mrs. Riall, Mrs. Lefanu, Dr. and Mrs. and Miss Darby, Mr. Charles 
Gaussen, and other friends of the institution carefully look after the 
well-being of the inmates. They report favourably of the efficiency of 
the paid staff of the institution. 

The matron in charge of the school is Mrs. M'Cullagh, Mrs. Gilbert 
is assistant matron, Miss Leakes, schoolmistress, and Miss Matilda 
Leakes, her assistant. The committee state that they are much indebted 
to the Archdeacon of Dublin and Mrs. Scott for so kindly and regularly 
holding their Scriptural and religious classes. Dr. Darby, the medical 
attendant, as in former years, gives his attendance gratuitously to the 
institution. 

Total cost in 1883, £937 Gs. Gd. ; cost per head, £19 18s. lOd.

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Appendix III. 

Circular to Magistrates at Petty Sessions. 

Dublin Castle, 30th May, 1873. 

Gentlemen, — I am directed by His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant to acquaint 
you that His Excellency’s attention has been again called to the serious irregu- 
larities which have occurred in the administration by Magistrates of The Industrial 
Schools Act (Ireland), 1868 (31 Vic., c. 25), both with respect to the children 
ordered to be detained and the amounts ordered to be paid by persons on whom 
the responsibility of contributing to the support of children detained in Industrial 
Schools is imposed by law. 

I am to point out that no Order for Detention can lawfully be made unless the 
child strictly comes within one or more of the classes defined by law, and that 
before making any Order for Detention Magistrates ought to satisfy them- 
selves by a careful examination of the evidence laid before them that the child is a 
fit object for an Industrial School. 

His Excellency is advised that the following is a summary of the only grounds 
upon which a lawful Order of Detention can be made, namely : — 

Under the Industrial Schools Act (Ireland), 1868 (31 Vic:, c. 25), s. 11, the 
child must be apparently under fourteen years of age, and must also be — 

(1) . A child found begging or receiving alms, whether doing so actually or under 

pretext of selling anything or offering anything for sale ; or 

(2) . A child being in any street or public place for the purpose of begging or re- 

ceiving alms, whether actually doing so or under pretext of selling any- 
thing or offering anything for sale ; or 

(3) . A child found wandering, and not having any home ; or 

(4) . A child found wandering, and not having any settled place of abode ; or 

(5) . A child found wandering, and not having proper guardianship ; or 

(6) . A child found wandering, and not having visible means of subsistence ; or 

(7) . A child found destitute, and being an orphan without any parent ; or 

(8) . A child found destitute, and having a surviving parent who is undergoing 

penal servitude or imprisonment ; or 

(9) . A child who frequents the company of reputed thieves. 

The 13th section of The Industrial Schools Act (Ireland), 1868 (31 Vic., c. 25), 
specifies also a class additional to the classes above enumerated, and requires that 
the child shall be apparently under twelve years of age, and charged before two or 
more Magistrates in Petty Sessions, or before a Divisional Magistrate .in a Dublin 
Police Court, with an offence punishable by imprisonment, or a less punishment, 
but who has not been convicted of felony, and who, in the opinion of sucli Magis- 
trates or Divisional Magistrate, ought (regard being had to the age of the child and 
the circumstances of the easel to be dealt with under the Act. 

In any of the foregoing cases the Detention Order may be made by two Magis- 
trates in Petty Sessions, or a Divisional Magistrate in a Dublin Police Court. 

In addition to the classes above specified The Prevention of Crimes Act, 1871 
(34 & 35 Vic., c. 112), s. 14, enacts that, when a woman is convicted of crime, as 
defined by the 20th section of that Act, and a previous conviction is proved against 
her, her child or children, fulfilling all of the following conditions, namely — 

(a.) Under fourteen years of age, 

(5.) And under her care and control when she i3 convicted of the last of such 
crimes, 

(c.) And who have no visible means of subsistence ; or 
Are without proper guardianship- 

may be sentenced to detention under The Industrial Schools Act (Ireland), 1868, 
either by the Court before which such woman is convicted, or by two magistrates 
in Petty Sessions, or by a Divisional Magistrate in a Dublin Police Court. 

A Detention Order on any other ground than above specified is illegal and void. 

With reference to Orders for contributions towards the support of children in 
Industrial Schools, I am to request your attention to the provisions of The Indus- 
trial Schools (Ireland) Act, 1868, sees. 29 & 30, and to inform you that cases have 



Note Under the “ Industrial Schools Acts Amendment” (43 & 44 Viet.) chil- 

dren lodging, living, or residing with common or reputed women of ill-fame, or in a 
house resided in or frequented by women of that class, or children who frequent 
their company, may be sent to Industrial Schools, under the eleventh section of 
The Industrial Schools Act (Ireland), 31 Vic., c. 25. 
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been brought under His Excellency’s notice, in some of which Magistrates have 
(apparently without sufficient grounds) declined to make any Order for contribution, 
and in others of which the amount ordered to be contributed has (apparently) been 
wholly incommensurate with the requirements and circumstances of the cases and 
the means of the persons required by law to contribute towards the support of the 
children for whom they are responsible. 

His Excellency directs me to remind you that the Capitation Grant made by 
Government for the support of children in Industrial Schools is designed only to 
supplement, and not by any means to supersede, local contributions, or to enable 
any person to evade the just responsibility which the law imposes. And I am to 
request that Magistrates will take care that in all cases which may be brought 
before them, and in which it shall be proved that the defendant is found able 
to contribute towards the support of any child in an Industrial School, an Order 
for contribution shall be made of proper and adequate amount, having regard to 
all the circumstances of the case. 

In order to facilitate the action of Magistrates, as far as practicable, His Excel- 
lency has caused a new form of Detention Order to be prepared and issued, and a 
copy of such form is hereunder printed.

Circular to Magistrates at Petty Sessions. 



Dublin Castle, 8tli July, 1881. 

Gentlemen, — With the view of obviating the necessity of sending to gaol chil- 
dren of tender years, the Chief Secretary has now certified a Probationary Indus- 
trial School at Kilmore, Eairview, county Dublin, for fifty Roman Catholic boys 
under twelve years of age, sentenced by magistrates under the 13th sec. of the 
Industrial Schools Act, 31 Vic., cap. 25. 

The Kilmore School will be open exclusively for the reception of young offenders 
of the Roman Catholic religion, under the above section (13th) of the Industrial 
Schools Act. Such young offenders will, so far as the limits will admit, be received 
from any county in Ireland, whose Grand Jury may have previously contracted 
with the Managers of the school for the reception of children on committal. 

The establishment of this Probationary Industrial School has become necessary, 
inasmuch as Managers of ordinary Industrial schools frequently object to receive 
into their establishments children committed under the above section, and conse- 
quently very many young boys who have never been previously convicted, and who 
would be eligible for an Industrial school, are now sent to gaol. To meet this diffi- 
culty it is very desirable that magistrates should avail themselves of the establish- 
ment of the Kilmore Probationary Industrial School, and that as far as possible no 
Roman Catholic boy under twelve years of age, sentenced under the 13th sec. of 
the Act, should be sent to gaol and a reformatory.
